PROVISIONAL ORDER MADE BY THE BOARD OF 
TRADE UNDER SECTION 19 OF THE COPY- 
RIGHT ACT, 1911, INCREASING THE RATE 
OF ROYALTIES ON MECHANICAL CONTRI- 
VANCES FOR THE PERFORMANCE OF 
MUSICAL WORKS. 


Whereas by Sub-section (2) of Section 19 of the Copy- 
right Act, 1911 (1 & 2 Geo. 5. cap. 46), it is provided 
that it shall not be deemed to be an infringement of 
copyright in any musical work for any person to make 
within the parts of His Majesty’s Dominions to which 
the said Act extends records perforated rolls or other 
contrivances by means of which the work may be 
mechanically performed if such person proves (inter 
alia) that he has given the prescribed notice of his 
intention to make the contrivance and has paid in the 
prescribed manner to or for the benefit of the owner of 
the copyright in the work royalties in respect of all such 
contrivances sold by him and calculated at the rate 
thereinafter mentioned : 


And whereas by Sub-section (3) of the said Section it 
is provided that the rate at which such royalties as 
aforesaid are to be calculated shall— 


(a) In the case of contrivances sold within two years 
after the commencement of the Act by the person 
making the same be two and one-half per cent.; and 


(6) in the case of contrivances sold as aforesaid 
after the expiration of that period five per cent. 


on the ordinary retail selling price of the contrivance 
calculated in the prescribed manner so however that 
the royalty payable in respect of a contrivance shall in 
no case be less than a half-penny for each separate 
musical work in which copyright subsists reproduced 
thereon and where the royalty calculated as aforesaid 
includes a fraction of a farthing such fraction shall be 
reckoned as a farthing: Provided that if at any time 
after the expiration of seven years from the commence- 
ment of the Act it appears to the Board of Trade that 
such rate as aforesaid is no longer equitable the Board 
of Trade may after holding a public enquiry make an 
order either decreasing or increasing that rate to such 
extent as under the circumstances may seem just but 
any order so made shall be provisional only and shall 
not have any effect unless and until confirmed by Parlia- 
ment; but where an order revising the rate has been 
so made and confirmed no further provision shall be 
made before the expiration of fourteen years from the 
date of the last revision : 


And whereas by Sub-section (7) of the said Section it 
is provided that in the case of musical works published 
before the commencement of the Act the foregoing 
provisions shall have effect subject (inter alia) to the 
modification that the rate of two and one-half per cent. 
shall be substituted for the rate of five per cent. at which 
royalties are to be calculated : 


And whereas the Board of Trade held a public enquiry 
into the matter during the months of March and April, 
1928, and it appears to them that such rate as aforesaid 
is no longer equitable : 


Now therefore the Board of Trade in exercise of the 
powers conferred upon them by the above recited 
enactment and of all other powers enabling them in 
that behalf hereby order as follows :— 


1. The rate at which such royalties as aforesaid are 
to be calculated as provided by the above-recited sub- 
section (3) shall be increased from five per cent. to 
six and one-quarter per cent., so however that the 
royalty payable in respect of a contrivance shall in no 
case be less than three farthings for each separate 
musical work in which coypright subsists reproduced 
thereon, and where the royalty calculated as aforesaid 
includes a fraction of a farthing such fraction shall be 
reckoned as a farthing. 
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2. The rate of three and one-eighth per cent. shall be 
substituted for the rate of two and one-half per cent. 
payable in pursuance of the provisions of paragraph (db) 
of sub-section (7) of the said Section in the case of musical 
works published before the commencement of the said 
Act. 

3. This Order may be cited as the Copyright Mechani- 
cal Instruments (Royalties) Order, 1928, and shall apply 
to contrivances sold on or after the lst day of November, 
1928, or after the expiration of three months from the 
date of its confirmation by Parliament whichever be 
the later.

“SURVEY OF TEXTILE INDUSTRIES.” 


The “Survey of Textile Industries,” which deals 
with the Cotton, Woollen and Worsted and Artificial 
Silk Industries, forms one of the four parts into which 
the Survey of Industries prepared by the Committee 
on Industry and Trade is divided. The first and second 
parts discuss certain factors in industrial and commercial 
efficiency which are common to industry in general,* 
and contain much information relating to the individual 
industries which are surveyed (from the point of view of 
their internal organisation and their overseas trade) in 
the present volume. In this connection particular 
reference may be made to the chapters on Costs of 
Production and on Over-capitalisation in “ Further 
Factors in Industrial and Commercial Efficiency.” The 
Introduction which the Committee prefixed to that 
volume applies also to the present volume. 

The contents of the ‘‘ Survey of Textile Industries ”’ 
are based partly on official data, partly (and generally 
speaking preponderantly) on information supplied by 
the trades themselves, and partly on the results of other 
official and unofficial enquiries. 

The Committee believe that for the most part their 
surveys constitute the most comprehensive statements 
of the kind that have been brought together in recent 
times, describing as they do the conditions under which 
each of the great industries dealt with has grown up; the 
development of its main branches as measured by the 
numbers employed, volume and value of production, 
and growth of overseas trade ; the structure and organisa- 
tion of the industry; its situation with regard to such 
special problems as the supply of raw materials, the 
development of scientific research, standardisation, 
selling organisations, international agreements, etc. ; 
and its whole position in relation to foreign competition, 
whether in overseas markets or at home. 

These surveys of particular industries, taken with the 
studies of general factors in industrial efficiency, are 
absolutely essential in the Committee’s view to a just 
appreciation of the position and tendencies of British 
trade and industry as a whole, and the Committee hope 
that the assembly of several surveys in one volume will 
facilitate the study of each industry’s problems in the 
light of those faced (and, it may be, surmounted) by 
others. 

The three chapters of the volume deal respectively 
with the Cotton, Woollen and Worsted, and Artificial 
Silk Industries. The following are their main headings : 

Chapter I.—The Cotton Industry.—I. Introductory 
and Historical; II. Organisation; III. Economic Condi- 
tion of the Industry ; IV. British Trade in Cotton Yarns 
and Manufactures; V. The British Cotton Industry and 
Trade in Relation to that of the World.

SPANISH MINING ADMINISTRATION. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid has 
forwarded the following information concerning a Royal 
Decree, No. 697, dated 14th April, creating the 
‘* Direction-General of Mines and Combustibles.”” This 
will be under the control of the Ministry of Public Works, 
and will take over the National Fuel Council—until now 
controlled by the Presidency of the Council of Ministers 
—as at present constituted and with its present staff. 
It will also take over the services carried out by the 
autonomous Section of Mines and Metallurgical In- 
dustries of the Ministry of Public Works. 

The new Direction-General of Mines and Combustibles 
will be responsible for the following :—Geological and 
Mining Institute of Spain; the Regulating Office and 
Superior Committee of exploitation of potassium salts; 
the Special Mining Engineers’ School; the Chemical 
and Metallographical Laboratories; the Fire-Damp 
Commission; the Mining Districts; the Regional and 
Provincial Delegations of the National Fuel Council; 
and the Schools of Inspectors of Mines and Master 
Miners and Smelters. 

The central services controlled by the Director. 
General of Mines and Combustibles will be divided into 
three sections, i.e., (1) fuel; (2) geological research, 
mining and subterranean water investigations; and 
(3) mines and metallurgical industries—the Heads of 
which will be: The Vice-President of the Solid Fuel 
Committee, a post which must be filled by an Inspector- 
General or Chief Engineer of Mines; the Director of 
the Geological and Mining Institute of Spain, and an 
Inspector-General or Chief Engineer of Mines, respec- 
tively. 





LEGALISATION OF DOCUMENTS FOR USE 
IN TURKEY. 


With reference to the notice in the “ Journal ”’ of 
14th April, 1927 (page 409), regarding legal documents 
for use in Turkey, a further notification on the subject 
has been received from the Turkish Embassy in London. 
In view of the difficulties experienced in connection 
with the legalisation of documents for legal or official 
use in Turkey which are drawn up in parts of the British 
Empire where there is no Turkish Consular Officer, 
a modified procedure has been arranged. In principle, 
the seal and signature of the British Authorities on 
authentic documents drawn up in Great Britain and in 
the Dominions and Colonies, on behalf of British subjects 
for legal use in Turkey, must be legalised by the Turkish 
diplomatic or consular representative in the place where 


. the document is drawn up. Thus, for any legal docu- 


ment drawn in Great Britain a legalisation by a Turkish 
Consular Officer is essential. 

Documents issued in a part of the British Empire 
where the Turkish Government has no representative, 
must first receive the signature of the British Authorities 
and can then be legalised by the competent British 
authority in Turkey. The validity of documents 
complying with the above formalities will be recognised 
by the Legal Department of the Turkish Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, provided that they are submitted for 
legalisation at that Department.

BRITISH COAL MINING. 





THE INDUSTRY DURING THE FIRST 
QUARTER OF 1928. 


The position in the coal-mining industry during the 
frst quarter of 1928 was not markedly different from 
that of the last quarter of 1927. Output was 1} million 
tons higher, but shipments were } million tons lower. 
Prices both for export and inland were still falling, 
although the rate of decline was slower than during the 
previous quarter. 

The number of persons employed continued to decrease 
but there was a small improvement in the regularity 
of employment. The average number of persons em- 
ployed during the quarter fell by 17,000 as compared with 
a drop in the December quarter of 9,000. Ten and a half 
days were lost by the pits through want of trade—an 
improvement of two days over both the September and 
December quarters of last year. The amount of coal 
retained for home consumption was higher by two 
million tons. 

Two items of outstanding interest were the revision 
of the minimum percentages in the wages agreement in 
Northumberland and Durham and the putting into 
force in Scotland of the first of the selling schemes which 
had been under discussion in the industry. 

In making comparisons with the first quarter of 1927 
it must not be overlooked that it was the first complete 
quarter of work after the stoppage of 1926 and conditions 
were to some extent abnormal.

Comparison with the previous quarter is affected by 
the incidence of Christmas and New Year Holidays. 
Except in Northumberland and Scotland, output im- 
proved. As compared with March quarter, 1927, how- 
ever, Yorkshire shows an increase in production of 
about 5 per cent., while in Northumberland, Lancashire 
and North Wales, Stafford, Salop, Worcester and 
Warwick, and South Wales there were reductions ranging 
from 7 to 10 per cent. In the other districts output was 
practically the same.

The average number of wage-earners in employment 
during the first quarter of 1928 was 17,300 less than in 
the previous quarter and 44,200 less than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927. The decline in numbers was, 
however, compensated to some extent by greater 
regularity of work. 

Comparing the end of March with the end of December, 
the number of wage-earners declined from 969,500 to 
950,500, or by 2 per cent. The principal reductions 
were in Derby, Nottingham and Leicester (4,800), 
South Wales and Monmouth (4,400), Yorkshire (4,000) 
and in Stafford, Salop, Worcester and Warwick (3,500). 
On the other hand, there was an increase of 1,200 in 
Durham.

Out of a possible 754 days 103 were lost through 
want of trade and transport difficulties at the mines, 
This was two days less than during the previous quarter, 
but nearly one day more than in the corresponding 
period of 1927. 

It is estimated that pits employing rather more than 
one-half of the wage-earners on colliery books were idle 
from want of trade during some part of each of the 
months of the quarter. At many of the mines affected 
two or more days were lost from this cause. 

These particulars refer only to mines which were 
working, and do not take account of the mines which 
were closed owing to depression in trade.

CONSUMPTION OF COAL AT HOME. 


Reckoned on the tonnage of coal produced and im- 
ported less the tonnage shipped abroad, the quantity of 
coal available for consumption in Great Britain amounted 
to 464 million tons during the quarter ended March, 
1928, and about 2 million tons more than in the previous 
quarter, but 34 million tons less than in March quarter, 
1927, when stocks were being replenished after the 
stoppage of 1926.

Prices on the whole continue to tend downwards. 
Since December, 1927, the reduction in export values 
has been 3d. per ton f.o.b. 

There was no change in the average value of gas coal 
exported between December, 1927, and March, 1928, 
but there were reductions of 4d. per ton in steam coal 
and large and small anthracite, 7d. per ton in other 
sorts of coal (including coking coal) and of Is. 9d. per 
ton in sized anthracite. 


SELLING SCHEMES. 


On 6th March, 1928, the Scottish coal masters put 
into operation a scheme “‘ for dealing with the abnormal 
condition of the coal industry in Scotland.” 

Briefly this scheme provides for :— 


(a) A General Levy, not exceeding 6d. per ton, on 
coal dispatched from the colliery for inland purposes, 
excluding coal sold to ancillary or associated under- 
takings. 

(6) A Special Levy on coal for scheduled classes of 
consumers, and 


(c) The payment of compensation to collieries (out 
of the funds raised by the General and Special Levies) 
on an agreed basis in respect of suspension or curtail- 
ment of potential capacity achieved by wholly closing 
a colliery or seam or section of a seam, or by adopting 
such other means as would effectively suspend or 
curtail output. 


It was reported that under the compensation clause 
of the Scheme it was proposed to close temporarily in 
the immediate future 46 pits normally employing 
8557 men, of whom about 503 would continue in 
employment to keep the pits in good order. 

_ Schemes for improving the condition of the industry 
in South Wales and the Midlands were also under con- 
sideration, but were not actually in operation during 
the quarter. 
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WAGEs. 


By the beginning of the year wages in every district 
had fallen to the minimum and during the March quarter, 
except in the districts of Northumberland and Durham, 
they underwent no change. 

In Northumberland both owners and workmen’s 
representatives made applications for an alteration in 
the minimum percentage and subsistence wages. These 
proposals were considered by the Joint District Board 
on 6th February, but no conclusions were reached, and 
the matter was referred to the independent chairman 
for decision. His award, issued on 8th February, 
reduced the minimum percentage from 80 per cent. on 
basis rates to 40 per cent. The subsistence wage of 
6s. 94d. per shift remained unaltered. 

About the same time the independent chairman of 
the Durham Joint District Board (following upon the 
introduction into the Durham District agreement of a 
clause giving either side the right to apply for an altera- 
tion of the minimum) was called upon to consider a 
similar issue in that county. He decided that the 
percentage addition to basis rates should be 65 instead 
of 89, and that the subsistence wage should be reduced 
by 2d. per shift, i.e., from 6s. 84d. to 6s. 64d. 

The revised rates in both counties came into operation 
on Ist March. 

It is estimated that the average earnings per shift 
throughout the coalfields, which had been 9s. 7$d. in 
December Quarter, fell by about 2d. in March Quarter. 


ACCIDENTS IN MINEs. 


There were 275 persons killed and 1,160 persons 
seriously injured* by accidents in and about coal and 
metalliferous mines during the quarter. Thirteen of 
the deaths resulted from an explosion at the Haig Pit, 
Cumberland, on 12th February. Further particulars 
are given in the statement below; the corresponding 
figures for the previous quarter and the March quarter 
of 1927 are shown for comparison.

As compared with the third quarter of 1927 the average 
proceeds of coal commercially disposable in the fourth 
quarter declined by 3}d. a ton and the total (net) cost 
of production by 43d. a ton, chiefly on account of wages. 
In consequence the debit balance in the fourth quarter 
was slightly less than in the third quarter. 

Such figures as are available at present seem to show 
that the debit balance during the first quarter of 1928 
was about 103d. per ton, the costs of production having 
declined by 5d. per ton, while proceeds were 3d. per ton 
less than during the previous quarter. 





POLAND. 





A MARKET FOR BRITISH GOODS. 


In comparison with the preceding years, 1927 was a 
period of marked prosperity in all the domains of the 
economic life of Poland and of increased consolidation 
and general stabilisation, writes Mr. R. E. Kimens, 
C.M.G., British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw, 
in his Report* on the Economic situation in Poland 
(1927). 

The improvement, whether in finance, industry, 
commerce or agriculture, which in some ways has sur- 
passed the boldest expectations, was due not only to 
factors of a purely economic order, such as good crops, 
stabilised exchange, enhanced industrial activity, in- 
creased purchasing power of the nation, but also largely 
to political and psychological considerations, namely, the 
continuity of the economic and financial policy of the 
Government, thanks to the absence of changes in its 
composition, and increased confidence in the future. 
As observed in the last Report signs of improvement were 
noticeable at the end of the year 1926, but at that time 
it was difficult to express an opinion as to whether the 
amelioration was due exclusively to the benefits which 
Poland had derived from her large coal exports in 
consequence of the coal stoppage in the United Kingdom, 
or whether factors of a more permanent character had 
also come into play. In the early part of 1927, however, 
it became evident that the progress was of a more lasting 
character, and the development of events in the course 
of the year more than confirmed this contention.

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It will be remembered that, on assuming office, the 
Government which came into power after the coup d’ éta 
of May, 1926, in publishing their programme, emphasised 
the fact that in order to improve the financial and 
economic situation it was, above all, necessary (a) t 
stabilise the exchange, (b) to obtain an equilibriun 
between revenue and expenditure, (c) to maintain 
favourable foreign trade balance, and (d) to check the 
rise of prices. As a result of a strict adherence to this 
programme, and of a closer co-operation between the 
Government and the business community, the budget 
was balanced, the exchange stabilised, the cost of living 
practically maintained on the same level, in spite of a 
period of stabilisation of the exchange, and only the 
foreign trade balance remained unfavourable. The 
situation at the end of last year was therefore more 
favourable in every respect, and Poland is now beginning 
to offer greater opportunities for foreign enterprise, as 
a market for the sale of goods, as a field for the develop. 
ment of railways, public works, and municipal services, 

The improved situation enabled the Government to 
float the first large foreign loan abroad. The floating 
of this loan ensuring the stability of the exchange, may, 
it is believed in many quarters, be a turning point for 
Poland, as it is hoped that it will be followed by further 
loans which are indispensable for the development of 
the natural resources of the country, the construction 
of railways and public works, and the expansion of trade 
and industry, on which depend the ultimate stability 
and prosperity of Poland. There is consequently every 
reason to hope, after making the usual reservation that 
the country is not involved in any international com- 
plication and remains quiet internally, that Poland has 
entered upon an era of stable economic development. 


STABILISATION OF CURRENCY. 


The Polish exchange was stabilised under the provi- 
sions of a Decree of the President of the Republic on 
13th October, 1927, at a par value of 8-914 zloty to the 
United States dollar, corresponding to a rate of approxi- 
mately 43-38 zloty to the £1. Henceforth this zloty, 
representing 58 per cent. of the original gold zloty 
introduced in April, 1924, which equalled 1 gold franc, 
will be the legal monetary unit, exchangeable against 
gold ; 5,924-44 zloty will represent the value of 1 kilo- 
gramme of fine gold. The exchange remained stable 
throughout the year at 43-35-43-40 zloty to the £1 and 
no difficulty was experienced by the trade in obtaining 
the necessary foreign valuta for covering liabilities 
abroad. 


TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 


After remaining favourable during the first quarter of 
1927, when the value of exports exceeded that of imports 
by approximately half a million pounds, the foreign 
trade balance deteriorated in April and remained adverse 
until the end of the year. The total value of imports 
and exports amounted to about £66,622,000 and 
£57,855,000, an excess in the value of imports over 
exports of £8,767,000, while in 1926 exports, valued at 
£51,774,000, exceeded imports, totalling £35,489,000 by 
£16,285,000. From a comparison of these figures it 
will be found that the unfavourable result in 1927 was 
due exclusively to the increase of imports, and not to 
the falling off of exports, which were even larger than in 
1926. 

The growth in imports is explained primarily by the 
larger purchasing power of the country, following greater 
prosperity, and the industrial development, necessitating 
the import of machinery, etc., for the erection of new 
plants and the extension or modernisation of existing 
ones. It is, therefore, looked upon as a natural pheno- 
menon and is causing no special anxiety, although the 
unfavourable consequences for the finances of the 
country of the prolongation of the present position, Mm 
spite of an apparent equilibrium of the balance of pay- 
ments, is fully realised. The Government are taking 
more energetic measures for the re-establishment of the 
equilibrium between exports and imports by facilitating 
the former and restricting the latter, but it should at the 
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same time be observed that after the stabilisation of the 
exchange and the accumulation of considerable gold 
reserves by the Bank of Poland, an adverse trade balance 
causes no longer the same anxiety as it did prior to the 
floating of the stabilisation loan. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

From the point of view of British interests, the trade 
with Poland in 1927 showed an improvement over 1926, 
ag there was an increase of exports from the United 
Kingdom and a smaller discrepancy between exports and 
imports. The value of goods imported into Poland 
from the United Kingdom in 1927 was 157,160,000 gold 
francs, as compared with 93,364,000 gold francs during 
1926, while the export figures for the same periods were 
177,780,000 gold francs and 223,338,000 gold francs 
respectively. 

The expansion of imports is attributed to a number of 
factors : (a) greater interest shown in the Polish market 
by the United Kingdom, (6) more fabourable conditions 
for the penetration of the Polish market owing to the 
improved economic position and greater prosperity, (c) 
continuance of the German—Polish commercial war, 
handicapping German imports, and (d) last, but not 
least, greater readiness on the part of British firms to 
adopt on a larger scale the local methods and usages for 
their trade in Poland. The volume of this trade would 
undoubtedly have been larger but for the strict enforce- 
ment of the licensing system on imports; a certain 
relaxation was, however, introduced towards the end of 
the year in respect of foodstuffs, and in July the Polish 
Government accorded to British goods certain fixed 
contingents for a number of articles in which the United 
Kingdom export trade is more particularly interested.f 

The term ‘‘ improved’economic position of the country ” 
which was the prima facie reason for the expansion of 
exports to Poland, although generally understood, re- 
quires a closer definition in order to show the manner 
in which it bore on this trade in Poland, and it is therefore 
proposed to analyse some of its more important com- 
ponent factors. 

To begin with the exchange; formerly a merchant 
snding goods to Poland, although they had been in- 
voiced in sterling, ran the risk that the importer, in the 
event of the depreciation of the Polish exchange, having 
to pay a larger amount of zlote (or previously to the 
introduction of the zlote currency, marks) for the pur- 
chase of sterling, would experience difficulties in finding 
the extra money. This danger has now ceased to exist 
owing to the stabilisation of the exchange. The risk that 
the purchasers would have difficulties in finding the cover 
in foreign currencies for the payment of the goods, which 
was general several years ago, has been eliminated, 
as the Bank of Poland, together with the joint stock 
banks, are now in a position to meet in full the require- 
ments of the market. The abolition of the restrictions 
tegulating transactions in foreign currencies, to which 
reference is made above, has removed the cumbrous 
formalities in connection with the transfer of money 
abroad. The purchasing power of the country has 
become larger owing to improved prosperity, and was 
noticeable in an equal measure among the rural and 
the town populations, and it is still capable of consider- 
able expansion. The number of bankruptcies has been 
falling steadily. This is largely due to the dropping out 
of a large number of post-war mushroom creations which 
contributed in a considerable degree towards the dis- 
crediting of Polish trade abroad. The general financial 
standing of firms was, on the whole, satisfactory, as is 
proved by the fact that only about 2 per cent. of the bills 
presented for discount to the Bank of Poland were 
protested. 

A country which offers greater security for business 
must attract more attention in the United Kingdom, 
and it is gratifying to place on record that British firms 
have shown in 1927 a considerably greater interest in 
Poland as a market for the sale of goods, as a field for the 
Investment of capital, and finally, as a country offering

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openings for the development of railways, public works, 
municipal services, etc. The desire on the part of the 
Polish Government, municipalities and individuals to 
enter into closer commercial relations with the United 
Kingdom is genuine, and no effort should be spared not 
only to maintain, but also to strengthen the position 
which British trade, after a fight against heavy odds, 
has acquired in the Polish market. 

It is not proposed to dwell in detail on the reeommenda- 
tions submitted in last year’s Report for the consideration 
of that section of the British trading community which 
is interested in Poland, but the writer will be forgiven 
for repeating the essential conditions on which the 
development of trade depends, viz. :—(a) prices must be 
competitive ; (6) credit should be granted if the security 
is adequate ; (c) firms should be represented by reliable 
agents ; (d) goods must be adapted to the local taste. 

If an opinion can be formed on the basis of statistics 
and careful observations, it would appear, writes Mr. 
Kimens, that progress has been made and that British 
firms have shown greater willingness to adopt the 
methods of competing countries of which a summary has 
been given above. It is, at the same time, fully appre- 
ciated that the difficulties for trading in Poland are 
considerable, owing to local and foreign competition 
and to the less favourable geographical position of the 
United Kingdom vis-a-vis Poland, in comparison to 
other countries ; moreover, local production is gradually, 
but steadily, substituting foreign sources of supply. 
The goods manufactured are from year to year improving 
in quality and are being placed on the market at cheaper 
prices. A retrospective study of trade conditions indi- 
cates clearly that Poland has ceased to be a market for 
a number of foreign articles owing to the creation of local 
industries ; and although this policy, at a time when the 
finances were unfavourable, may have been unhealthy, 
the desire of the country to become self-sustaining is 
very strong and should be borne in mind in the appre- 
ciation of Poland as a market for the sale of British goods. 

In spite of the Customs war with Germany the value 
of goods imported from that country during 1927, 
amounting to 428,601,000 gold francs, represented 25-5 
per cent. of the total value of imports, and that result 
was achieved notwithstanding the fact that German 
manufacturers benefited from no customs rebates as is 
the case with British products, but the position after 
the conclusion of a commercial treaty with Germany, 
based on the most-favoured-nation treatment principle, 
will become more difficult for other countries. It is 
therefore essential to realise that British manufacturers, 
in order to maintain themselves on the Polish market, 
will then more than ever be obliged to sell their goods at 
competitive prices and on terms of payment equally 
favourable to those of German houses. 





COAL, IRON AND STEEL. 





PRODUCTION AND WHOLESALE PRICES IN 
CERTAIN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES AND 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 


In the tables which follow particulars are shown of 
the average monthly production in 1925, 1926 and 1927 
of coal, pig-iron and crude steel in certain European 
countries and in the United States, together with the 
figures of production in each month from March, 1927. 
The corresponding figures of production in the United 
Kingdom are added for purposes of comparison. The 
quantities produced are given in thousands of English 
tons (2,240 lbs.) in each case. 

In the six European countries named the total coal 
production in the first quarter of this year was 137,256,000 
tons, representing an increase of 3,071,000 tons (or 
2-3 per cent.) as compared with the December quarter 
of last year, but a reduction of 2,448,000 tons (or 1-8 
per cent.) compared with the first quarter of 1927, 
when the British mining industry was exceptionally 
busy in consequence of the coal stoppage of the 
preceding year. 
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The total pig-iron production of the six European 
countries shown in the table below amounted to 9,608,600 
tons during the first quarter of this year, as compared 
with 9,442,300 tons in the December quarter of last 


year, and 9,016,000 tons in the March quarter of 1927. 


Each of the countries shown has increased its output 
over the March quarter of 1927. Of the increase of 


592,600 tons, Germany accounted for 351,600 tons, 


France for 127,800 tons, and the Saar District for 


42.800 tons. 

The total steel output of the six European countries 
included in the table amounted to 10,659,300 tons in 
the March quarter, compared with 10,323,000 tons in 
the March quarter of last year and 10,231,100 tons in 
the December quarter. With the exception of the 
United Kingdom, all these countries shared in the 
advance over the first quarter of 1927. France, Ger- 
many and Luxemburg increased their outputs by 282,300 
tons, 251,300 tons and 55,000 tons respectively. The 
output for the United Kingdom showed a reduction of 
323,200 tons, but this was due, in part at least, to the 
working off of old orders in the early months of 1927. 

In the notes following the tables reference is made to 
the fluctuations in price of a few representative kinds 
of coal, iron and steel :—

FrANcE.—The coal output in March (4,398,000 tons) 
exceeded the January output by 118,000 tons, but wag 
lower than that of March, 1927, by 250,000 tons. Produc. 
tion of pig-iron and steel in March was again on a high 
level. The March pig-iron output of 844,200 tong 
exceeded that for January by 48,200 tons and that for 
March, 1927, by 56,000 tons (about 7 per cent.). There 
was an increase of 1,555 tons in the average daily output 
as compared with January, 1928, and of 1,808 tons as 
compared with March of last year. Furnaces in blast 
numbered 149 both at the beginning and end of March, 
The crude steel output for March amounted to 791,100 
tons, exceeding the January output by 53,100 tons 
(or 7-2 per cent.), and that for a year previous by 98,400 
tons (or 14-2 per cent.).

BrELo1um.—Although the aggregate coal output in 
March was higher than in either of the two previous 
months the daily rate of output was the lowest since 
October. Working days numbered 26-9, 23-8 and 
25-2 respectively in March, February and January, and 
26 in March, 1927. The average daily rates of output 
for these months were thus: 92,025 tons, 93,438 tons, 
92,852 tons and 93,754 tons respectively. Pig-iron 
output in March (321,500 tons) was the highest since 
December, 1926. Compared with January of this year 
and March of last year, the output was greater by about 
12,000 tons than in either month, or by nearly 4 per 
cent. The average daily pig-iron output was 10,370 
tons in March and 10,246 tons in February as com- 
pared with 10,268 tons in October last (the highest for 
the year) and 9,977 tons in March, 1927. Furnaces 
in blast numbered 55 both at the beginning and end of 
March. Steel output was also higher than in any 
month last year. Compared with a year ago, the March 
output (321,200 tons) was greater by 11,600 tons oF 
3:7 per cent.

GERMANY.—Coal production in March amounted to 
13,891,000 tons or 686,000 tons above that in January, 
and was larger than the output of the March previous 
(the highest of the year) by 70,000 tons. Pig-iron 
output in March (1,151,700 tons) was lower than the 
January output by 9,600 tons, but exceeded that for 
March, 1927, by 83,300 tons. The March, 1928, output 
included 207,885 tons of foundry and hematite, 692,759 
tons of basic, 249,508 tons of ferro-alloy, and 1,513 tons 
of forge pig-iron. The average daily pig-iron output 
in March was lower than in either of the two previous 
months, although higher than in any month of last 
year ; it averaged 37,137 tons in March, as compared with 
38,081 tons in February, and 34,463 tons a year ago. 
Furnaces in blast numbered 113 at the end of March, 
a net decrease of two since the beginning of the month, 
and of three since the end of last year. The production 
of steel ingots and castings amounted to 1,398,700 tons 
in March as compared with 1,301,400 tons in February, 
1,445,800 tons in January and 1,392,900 tons in March, 
1927.

Unrrep Statrs.—The total coal output of 44,154,000 
tons for March, although higher than that of the pre- 
vious month, was 398,000 tons below the January 
output. The total bituminous output in March 
amounted to 39,246,000 tons compared with 36,920,000 
and 39,472,000 tons in February and January respec- 
tively. Working days numbered 27-0, 24-9 and 25-3 
in March, February and January, giving for the three 
months an average daily output of 1,454,000 tons, 
1,483,000 tons, and 1,560,000 tons respectively. The 
total anthracite output for March, amounting to 4,908,000 
tons, was the lowest since July last; compared with 
February and January of this year, it was lower by 
76,000 tons and 172,000 tons respectively. The number 
of working days in March was 27-0 as compared with 
24-5 in February and 25 in January. The average 
daily output of anthracite coal in March was thus 
182,000 tons compared with 204,000 tons in each of 
the two preceding months. The pig-iron output for 
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March (3,199,700 tons) was the highest since May last, 
although lower than that of March, 1927 by 284,000 
tons. The average daily production of pig-iron was 
103,215 tons as compared with 100,004 tons in February 
and 112,366 tons in March, 1927. Furnaces in blast 
at the end of March numbered 197, a net increase of 
10 since the beginning of the month, and of 28 since the 
end of last year, but a net decrease of 26 as compared 
with March, 1927. The production of steel ingots in 
March was 4,507,520, and except for the output of 
4,535,300 tons in March, 1927, this represented the 
largest month’s output in the history of the industry. 
With 27 working days the average daily output was 
166,945 tons. 


Prices —Except for a further cheapening of sheets, 
iron and steel prices showed no important movement in 
April. Representative quotations at the end of April 
were: No. 2 Foundry pig-iron, Philadelphia, 20 dols. 
76 cts.; No. 2 Foundry pig-iron, Valley furnace, 17 dols. 
25 cts.; open-hearth billets, Pittsburg, 33 dols; open- 
hearth sheet bars, Pittsburg, 34 dols; and forging billets, 
Pittsburg, 38 dols. per English ton. The following were 
representative quotations (per lb. to large buyers) for 
certain finished iron and steel products: Iron bars, 
Philadelphia, 2-12 cts.; steel bars, Chicago, 2-00 cts. ; 
and beams, Chicago, 2-00 cts. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 





OCCUPATIONS AND AGES OF EMIGRANTS 
AND IMMIGRANTS IN THE YEARS 1926 
AND 1927. 





In the “Journal” of 29th March (pages 396-398) 
particulars were given of the Passenger Movement from 
and to the Irish Free State in 1926 and 1927, and also 
of the numbers of migrants of Irish Free State 
nationality in those years, distinguishing male and 
female adults of 12 years of age and upwards and 
children under 12. Figures in respect of the occupations 
and ages of emigrants and immigrants from and to the 
Irish Free State have now been published by the 
Irish Free State Department of Statistics from the 
statutory returns which are furnished to that Depart- 
ment for persons arriving at, or departing from, ports 
in the Irish Free State, and from information com- 
municated to them by the Board of Trade in respect of 
Irish Free State migrants who travelled to or from 
places outside Europe via ports in the United Kingdom. 
These particulars, therefore, relate to the total volume 
of migration from and to the Irish Free State in the 
years mentioned to and from non-European countries. 
Corresponding particulars for the years 1924 and 1925 
were published in the “ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 
3rd June, 1926 (pages 579-580). 


** Adults ” are classified in the Board of Trade and 
in the Irish Free State statutory passenger returns as 
persons of 12 years of age and upwards, in accordance 
with the requirements of the Merchant Shipping Acts, 
but for the purpose of occupational classification the 
minimum age for an “ adult ”’ worker has been taken 
as 18 years. The occupations recorded as followed by 
Irish Free State emigrants and immigrants of 18 years 
of age and over have been classified in six occupational 
groups, combined with five age groups for both males 
and females, and the results for 1926 and 1927 have 
been published in detail in the May issue of the “ Irish 


Trade Journal.” 


The following table shows the number of Irish Free 
State migrants included in the occupational groups and 
the total number of “ statute adults” in 1926 and 
1927 ; the differences between the respective totals would 
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be made up by persons of school age and by others not 


in settled occupations :—

It will be seen from the table that of the emigrants 


of 12 years and upwards those of 12 to 17 averaged 
about 44 per cent. of the males in both years and 11-3 
per cent. of the females in 1926 and 12-3 per cent. in 
1927; of the immigrants only an insignificant number 
were in the age group 12 to 17. 


OCCUPATIONS OF EMIGRANTS AND IMMI- 
GRANTS TO AND FROM NON-EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES. 

The following is a summary statement of the class 
of occupation followed by Irish Free State citizens of 
18 years of age and upwards who left, or took up, 
permanent residence in the Irish Free State during 

1926 and 1927 :— 
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The next largest number of male emigrants in any 
individual group was shown in respect of those employed 
in skilled trades, this group accounting for 8-0 per cent, 
of the total in 1926 and 8-3 per cent. in 1927. The 
commercial, finance and insurance group accounted for 
7-3 per cent. in 1926 and 7-8 per cent. in 1927. Of the 
female emigrants the proportion employed in domestic, 
hotel, etc., service was nearly 79 per cent. in both years, 
while the number of wives or housewives (not otherwise 
described) amounted to about 114 per cent. of the total, 

On balance there was a net loss in 1927 of 11,992 male 
and 10,074 female migrants of 18 years of age and over, 
as compared with a net loss of 13,542 males and 11,329 
females in 1926. The net loss in the “ agriculture, etc.,” 
group was 9,450 in 1927 and 10,683 in 1926, or nearly 
four-fifths of the total for males. 

In considering the occupations according to age group. 
ing it may be noted that of the male emigrants of 18 
years of age and over employed in “ agriculture, etc.,” 
in 1926 and 1927 over 82 per cent. were recorded as 
being not more than 30 years of age; about 21 per cent, 
being within the age group 18 to 20 years, 39 per cent, 
21 to 25 years of age, and 22 per cent. 26 to 30 years, 
Among females, domestic servants between the ages 
of 18 and 30 years accounted for 89 per cent. of the 
total shown in that group for 1926 and 1927, the per. 
centages in the age groups 18-20, 21-25, and 26-30 
being 39, 35 and 15 respectively. More than one-half 
of the wives or housewives who emigrated during 1926 
and 1927 were over 30 years of age. As might be 
expected, the average age of the immigrants considerably 
exceeded that of the emigrants, 65 per cent. of the male 
and 62 per cent. of the female adults (18 years and up- 
wards) returning to the Irish Free State being over 30 
years of age. 


AGES OF EMIGRANTS TO, AND IMMIGRANTS 
FROM, NON-EUROPEAN COUNTRIES. 


The following is a summary statement of Irish Free 
State citizens who left, or took up, permanent residence

In each of the years under consideration the 
number of male emigrants from the Irish Free State 
whose occupations were returned as “agriculture and 
labourers not in transport or communications ”’ far 
exceeded the number in any other individual group; 
the percentage in this group was 77-1 of the total males 
of 18 years and upwards in 1926 and 76-5 in 1927.

The above table shows that of the emigrants from the 
Irish Free State, persons of 18 to 30 years accounted 
for about 70 per cent. of the total in each of the years 
1926 and 1927. About 72 per cent. of the males and 
69 per cent. of the females whose ages were stated fell 
within these limits in these two years, and 52 per cent. 
of the males and 55 per cent. of the females were 
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between the ages of 18 and 25 years. The proportion 
of all persons jof 31 years of age and over was less in 
1927 (16 per cent.) than in 1926 (18 per cent.), particularly 
among females. Children under 12 years of age averaged 
between 4 and 5 per cent. of the males and of the 
females during the two years mentioned. As regards 
the inward movement to the Irish Free State, it will 
be seen that, in each of the years dealt with, more than 
a half of the male and of the female immigrants were 
over 30 years of age. 

The net loss by excess of emigration over immigration 
was 28,255 in 1926 and 25,244 in 1927. The loss in

From these figures it is seen that in each of the years 
under review nearly 80 per cent. of the net loss of males 
of 12 years of age and upwards was accounted for by 
persons between the ages of 18 and 30 years. Of the 
females, about 75 per cent. in both years fell within 
these age limits. Of the individual age groups, that 
of 21 to 25 years shows the greatest net loss of males in 
both years and of females in 1926, while in 1927, of the 
actual numbers lost by emigration in the different age 
groups distinguished in the table, the greatest in the 
ease Of females was found in the shortest range of 
ages, namely 18 to 20 years.

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ending on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Caleutta, 21st May. During the week 
ended 20th May rainfall was nearly general or widespread 
in Assam and Bengal on three days and in Upper and 
Lower Burma and Tenasserim on one day. ‘There were 
local or few falls of rain elsewhere. Madras, 12th May. 
There has been fair rainfall. The condition of standing 
crops generally is fair. 

Crops.—Punjab, 14th May. Light rain has fallen in 
parts. The condition of standing crops is average to 
good. Some damage is reported to have been done in 
parts by locusts, rain and storms. Bohar and Orissa, 
14th May. Light to heavy rain has been nearly general 
and has benefited standing crops and field operations. 
The condition of crops generally is good. In the feu- 
datory states sugarcane is doing well. Assam, 14th 
May. Some damage has been done in parts to paddy 
crops by drought; the condition of other crops generally 
is fair. Bengal, 16th May. Rainfall has been nearly 
general and has improved the prospects of standing 
crops, but more rain is needed. Central Provinces, 
14th May. Rainfall has been nearly moderate in thirteen 
districts and eleven states. 





MALAYAN RUBBER PRODUCTION. 


The Malay States Information Agency, London, has 
received a telegram from the Federated Malay States 
Government stating that the official estimate for the 
current restriction year of standard production of rubber 
from the restriction area of Malaya is 314,575 tons. 





OLIVE OIL ANALYSIS COMPETITION. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Spanish 
Ambassador (the Marquis de Merry del Val) particulars 
of an “ International Oil Analysis Competition ” which 
is being organised by the National Association of Olive 
Growers of Spain. 

The object of the competition is to gather into a short 
treatise theoretical and practical physico-chemical know- 
ledge to serve as a basis for the differentiation between 
pure olive oil and any other which might be a mixture, 
and to determine the nature of the constituents in sueh 
cases and the quality of each. 

A first prize of 20,000 pesetas and a second of 5,000 
pesetas are offered for a monograph on olive oil and 
laboratory demonstrations of analysis. These latter 
may be made by the competitor himself or by a person 
authorised by him and acceptable to the judging com- 
mittee. The closing date for the receipt of monographs 
by the Secretary of the Olive Growers’ Association

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OLIVE OIL POSTER COMPETITION. 


The Board of Trade have also received from tbe 
Spanish Ambassador particulars of an International 
competition inviting the submission of artistic posters 
for use in propaganda on behalf of Spanish olive oil.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS

The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by cable from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the week 
ended 5th May, the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports :—Wool, scoured, bales, 262, grease, bales, 3,524; 
mohair, bales, 227; hides, wet, bales, 250, dry, bales, 
783; sheepskins, bales, 211; goatskins, bales, 65; 
cigarettes, cases, 4; tobacco, 1 case; tobacco, leaf, 
lbs., 19,833; groundnuts, bags, 209; cotton lint, 
Ibs., 312,367; maizemeal, bags, 706; grit, bags, 590; 
and sunflower seeds, bags, 197. 

In addition the following boxes of fruit were also 
shipped on 11th May :—Grapes, 8,915; oranges, 1,929; 
pears, 637; pines, 504; apples, 225; grape fruit, 26; 
and Avocado pears, 20. 





WEST INDIAN CROPS AND TRADE. 


The following notes are from cable advices received 
by Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial & Overseas) 
from their overseas managers :— 


Barbados.—Rapid progress has been made in sugar 
reaping operations and, with normal conditions, the 
season should be completed in almost all districts by 
the middle of June. On the whole, the yield per acre 
has been very satisfactory. Shipments of sugar for 
the first two months of this and last year amounted 
to 3,965 and 719 tons respectively, and of molasses 
to 347,568 and 463,891 gallons. 


Trinidad.—Since last month’s report, good showers 
have benefited cultivation generally, and cocoa and 
coconut estates in particular. Sugar cropping opera- 
tions are proceeding satisfactorily and some of the 
factories should cease working shortly. Coffee trees 
have blossomed well, but do not appear to have 
fruited correspondingly. As, however, new cultiva- 
tion should be coming into bearing, the crop should be

an average one. Trade generally continues on the 


dull side. 


Jamaica.—Sugar estates have been fully occupied 
in reaping. Shipments of bananas in March fell to 
1,409,265 bunches as compared with 1,603,922 during 
March, 1927, but exports during April are expected 
to show an increase. Prices have become easier, 
The pimento crop is over and with very little remaining 
unsold, prices are distinctly firm. The coffee crop 
has been a good one and prices are firm. Trade fell 
off slightly during April, but the reaction is considered 
to be only temporary. 


Leeward Islands.—In Antigua rain is badly needed, 
The sugar content of the cane of the crop now being 
reaped continues high. In St. Kitts, rain is required 
for the young cane cultivation. Rainy and unseason- 
able weather has prevailed in Dominica and the lime 
crop may prove very poor. Trade throughout this 
group continues distinctly quiet. 


Windward Islands.—Weather has been seasonable 
and trade remains dull. 


British Guiana.—The weather continues favourable 
for crops. Sugar made last year amounted to 112,697 
tons, possibly the largest quantity this Colony has 
ever made in one year, the nearest approach during 
recent years being 112,675 tons in 1925. The rice 
industry is healthy and the weather has been good for 
milling, while export continues satisfactory. Trade 
remains dull. 





CYPRUS TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that the returns of imports, exports, and shipping for 
the first three months of the current year show that 
Cyprus trade has well maintained its recent upward 
tendency. Imports total £430,548, an increase of 
£142,512 over those for the corresponding period of 
1927, and exports £323,532, an advance of nearly 
£51,000. Among imports the most notable increases 
were in flour, cotton piece-goods, petrol, machinery, and 
fertilisers, and £8,000 is represented by specie. The 
principal rises among exports were in carobs, wines, 
asbestos, copper pyrites, and raw silk. In the foreign 
trade there was a total increase of 15,860 tons, though 
the actual number of vessels entered and cleared was 


lower. 





BRITISH STANDARD PAINTS. 


The British Engineering Standards Association has 
recently issued British standard specifications for green 
oxide of chromium, vandyke brown, vermilion, paste 
driers, liquid driers, and red lakes. The specifications 
contain clauses regulating the composition together with 
standard reception tests for the purchase of these 
materials; appendices being also incorporated outlining 
standard methods for carrying out the tests. The issue 
of these specifications bring the number in this series 
up to fifty-five, covering paints, varnishes, pigments, 
oil pastes, extenders, oils, thinners, driers, etc. 


The first stage of the work of the Committee is now 
being brought to a conclusion, but the question of gloss 
paints is still outstanding. This question is under con- 
sideration by a Sub-Committee and at the present 
moment research is being carried out with a view to 
establishing some relationship between physical tests 
and performance.

AUSTRALIA. 





SOUTH AUSTRALIAN PASTORAL INDUSTRY. 


The pastoral industry is one of the main sources of the 
prosperity of South Australia, and, reports ‘* Bulletin 
No. 318” recently issued by the States Intelligence and 
Tourist Bureau, Adelaide, statistics are now being prepared 
as to the strength of flocks as at 31st December last. Pend- 
ing the results of the actual count, the Government statist 
estimates that at the end of last year there were 7,443,066 
sheep in the State, an increase during 1927 of 116,000. 

The wool clip was expected to yield 67,200,000 Ibs., 
an advance of 4,121,758 lbs. ‘The seasonal exports (July, 
1927, to January, 1928) of wool to overseas countries was 
equivalent to 53,569,481 lbs. in grease, the value for greasy 
and scoured wool combined being £3,592,492. The average 
per pound greasy was 16-7d. for the seven months as 
against 14-82d. for the previous season. It is anticipated 
that the total South Australian clip of 67,200,000 lbs. will 
realise not less than £4,675,000 or £780,000 greater than 
the previous clip. In addition to this, probably £600,000 
will be received for the wool on sheepskins exported and 
fellmongered. The advance in this direction will bring the 
total estimated increase to £806,449.

BUILDING CONSTRUCTION, JANUARY-APRIL. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


According to MacLean Building Reports, Ltd., con- 
struction contracts awarded for all Canada during April 
totalled 56,345,800 dollars, which is the largest amount 
ever recorded for any month except May, 1926, when 
57,139,700 dols.’ worth of new work was contracted for. 

The cumulative contracts awarded for the first four 
months of the year totalled 125,647,100 dols. which is 
surprisingly large compared with previous years. ‘The 
apportionment by classification is as follows :—Residential 
37,204,800 dols. or 29:6 per cent.; business buildings 
52,002,000 dols. or 41-4 per cent.; industrial work 
10,109,700 dols. or 8 per cent.; engineering 26,330,600 dols. 
or 21 per cent. 

The division by provinces is British Columbia 2,954,600 
dols. or 5-2 per cent.; Prairie Provinces 7,136,100 dols. or 
12-7 per cent.; Ontario 23,712,600 dols. or 42-1 per cent. ; 
Quebec 19,985,000 dols. or 35:5 per cent.; and Maritime 
Provinces 2,557,500 dols. or 4-5 per cent.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN MARCH.

The value of imports continued to increase during the 
month, amounting in value to some £27,000 more than in 
March, 1927, and to £36,000 more than the quinquennial

average. Mining development was responsible for the 
considerable rise in imported machinery. Harvest prospects 
are not yet certain, and large quantities of flour continue 
to flow into the Island, while sulphur and insecticides for 
combating vine and other agricultural pests have arrived 
in larger quantities. 

The export trade, though the value was somewhat below 
that of March, 1927, may be considered as highly satis- 
factory and was higher than the five years’ average. The 
export of carobs continued to be good, but the price again 
dropped slightly as had been anticipated. The price of 
raisins declined slightly, but that of wine increased. 

The total value of imports in March last was £152,634, 
the chief items being wheaten flour £25,590, machinery 
£24,159, cotton yarns and goods £22,409, woollen manu- 
factures £5,735, silk manufactures £3,625, sugar £3,541, 
straw manufactures £3,368, sulphur and insecticide £2,992, 
leather, sole, £2,461, iron piping £2,311, leather, dressed, 
£2,231, iron and steel manufactures £2,145 and rice, £2,004. 

As regards exports, the total value of which was £124,199, 
the leading items were carobs, £38,621, pyrites £26,267, 
potatoes £10,992, lemons and oranges £8,637, raisins £6,922, 
wine £6,032, silk, raw or wound silk £5,854, cheese £3,318 
and asbestos £2,431. 





SOUTH AFRICA. 





CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


The Standard Bank of South Africa has forwarded the 
following information regarding trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa from its general managers :— 

Retail trade is seasonally somewhat quieter, but whole- 
sale trade is improving. The autumn generally is mild 
and early frosts are infrequent, thus giving time for the 
recovery of the veld after the breaking of the drought and 
for the ripening of late-sown maize. Prospects remain 
generally satisfactory. 

The Transvaal gold output during April amounted to 
825,907 fine ounces, valued at £3,508,230, as compared 
with 877,380 ounces valued at £3,726,873 in March. The 
decrease was due to the shorter working month, the daily

average rising from 32,496 ounces to 34,413. The native 
labour position remains satisfactory, and the number em. 
ployed increased slightly from 199,489 to 199,820. 

The Minister of Mines states that the alluvial diamond 
output during 1928 has been as follows :—January £250,000; 
February £364,802; March £378,379; April (estimated) 
£266,000. 

Railway earnings from Ist April to 5th May amounted 
to £2,407,642, or £17,358 below the estimate. 


Crops AND MARKETS. 


The official April estimate of the maize crop has not yet 
been published, but conditions are fairly favourable and 
the yield is estimated in the neighbourhood of 20 million 
bags. New crop maize is beginning to come on the market 
earlier than in previous years and prices have consequently 
declined. The market is unsettled. 

The deciduous fruit season is now practically over. 
Total exports from November, 1927, to March, 1928, were 
1,790,552 cases, as compared with 1,203,840 cases for the 
corresponding period of the previous season. 

The new sugar season is now commencing. Stocks are 
low and the first supplies of the new season’s refined sugar 
are meeting with active demand. Crop estimates and 
prices are unchanged. 

Supplies of wattle bark are increasing but demand is 
satisfactory and prices are firm. The extract market is 
still quiet. 

Arrivals of short wools are now small, and the season is 
practically over. The five per cent. decline at the London 
auctions was anticipated in the local markets and prices 
are steady at a slightly lower level. Prices of mohair 
remain firm, and although demand at present is not general, 
more than half the clip has already been sold. 

At the beginning of the month prices for hides weakened 
sharply but later recovered part of the decline. Sheep- 
skins are slightly weaker in sympathy with the prices of 
wool. Goatskins are unchanged. The market for ostrich 
feathers is unchanged. Competition for shorts and common 
wings is fairly good, but better class wings are neglected. 
The building trade remains active. The manufacturing 
industries are generally well employed, though the leather 
trades are still feeling the effects of the high cost of raw 
material. The improvement in the mining material market 
is maintained. Agricultural machinery is in steady demand, 
and prospects are good. The demand for fencing material 
is improving, and prices are firm. The soft goods market 
shows improvement, especially for the country districts.

BRAZIL. 


EXPORT TRADE OF PARA. 


The following notes have been taken from a Report by the 
British Consul at Paré. The portion of his Report dealing 
with the general commercial situation in the State of Para 
and its import trade was published in the “ Journal” of 
17th May (pages 632-3). 


Rubber.—The net weight of rubber and caucho exported 
from Parad, Manéos and Iquitos during 1927 was 28,255 tons 
as compared with 24,688 tons in 1926. There would not 
probably have been so large a difference between the yearly 
exports had not a considerable quantity of rubber been 
held up in the latter part of 1926 by lack of water in the 
upper tributaries of the Amazon. Of the total net weight of 
rubber exported from Paré in 1926 and 1927, only 4,163 tons 
and 4,750 tons respectively originated in the State. The 
balance consisted principally of rubber grown in the Acre 
Territory or in Bolivia. Nearly 16,800 tons of rubber 
were shipped to the United States last year, the rest going 
to Europe. 


Balata.—-Since 1923 there has been a steadily increasing 
export of balata from the Amazon Valley. The quantity 
exported in that year amounted to 1,231 tons, while in 
1926 the exports exceeded 3,000 tons. Practically the whole 
of this amount originated in Peru and the State of Amazonas. 
Since 1926 the export of balata from the State of Para has 
been inaugurated and close on 209 tons were exported up 
to 30th June last. Of the total exported in 1926 about 
90 per cent. was shipped to Europe and the balance to the 
United States. 


Brazil Nuts._-Exports totalled over 21,000 tons, gross 
weight, during 1926, but the heavy crop of that year being 
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succeeded by a very small one only 7,000 tons were exported 
in 1927. Of this latter total about 57 per cent. went to 
the United States and the balance to Europe, principally 
Great Britain. 

Timber.—Exports from Paré showed an increase in 1927 
of 330 per cent. over the previous year’s figures. This was 
accounted for almost entirely by an increase of over 50,000 
tons, gross weight, in the quantity, principally sleepers, 
shipped to Spain. The only other large importer was 
Portugal with nearly 14,000 tons, for use in the manufacture 
of wine barrels. There was a decrease of about 10,000 tons 
in exports to the other States of Brazil, which took approxi- 
mately 43,000 tons in 1927. 

Cocoa.—-There was a considerable improvement last year 
in exports of cocoa from the State of Paré. Of the 1,400 
tons shipped about 40 per cent. was destined for the United 
States and 60 per cent. for France. The small crop of 
600 tons in 1926 was caused hy floods in the Tocantins 
Valley and drought in the Lower Amazon. 

Cotton.--At approximately 1,200 tons, gross weight, 
exports of cotton from Para were slightly in excess of the 
shipments for 1926. Over 60 per cent. of the production 
was taken by South Brazil, and of the balance 17 per cent. 
went to Portugal and 8 per cent. to Great Britain. The 
production is hampered by lack of labour and haphazard 
methods. 

Mandioca, Maize and Rice.—Since 1925 there has been 
a considerable decrease in exports of these products. In 
that year Portugal took over 2,500 tons and South Brazil 
nearly 9,000 tons of mandioca. In 1927 they received only 
1,300 and 1,900 tons respectively. Exports of maize in 1927 
were insignificant, while rice exports totalled about 4,000 
tons, of which 1,000 tons went to Portugal and 3,000 tons 
to South Brazil. 

Oilseeds and Vegetable Oils.-—In 1925, of the total export 
of oilseeds Great Britain and Italy took about 2,500 tons 
each, followed hy South Brazil with 1,800 tons and 
Germany with 600 tons. In 1927 the principal importers 
were Great Britain with 1,900 tons, South Brazil with 
1,400 and Germany, Scandinavia and Holland with approxi- 
mately 700 tons each. The export of vegetable oils to 
South Brazil has risen from practically nothing in 1925 to 
465 tons in 1927. Last year, for the first time, oilseed cake 
to the total of 650 tons was exported, of which 570 tons 
went to Great Britain-and 80 tons to Germany. 





ESTONIA. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH. 


The British Consul-General at Reval reports that accord- 
ing to the Central Statistical Bureau imports and exports 
during March amounted in value to 11,216,710 Estonian 
krons and 7,885,623 E. krons, an adverse trade balance of 
3,331,087 E. krons. In March, 1926 and 1927 the trade 
balances of 400,000 E. krons and 1,010,000 E. krons re- 
spectively were in favour of Estonia. The adverse balance 
in March last was attributed to larger imports of grain, sugar, 
fertilisers, seeds and machinery (largely motor cars). 

Germany again heads the list both for imports into and 
exports from Estonia. As concerns imports, Germany 
supplied 32-3 per cent. of the total (largely textiles and 
machinery), the United States 16-5 per cent. (mainly grain 
and raw cotton), and Great Britain 9-1 per cent. (principally 
textiles). 

The principal purchasers of Estonian exports were 
Germany 27:4 per cent. (dairy produce and textiles), 
Great Britain 23-3 per cent. (dairy produce and timber), 
and the Soviet Union 8-8 per cent. (paper and wooden 
goods).

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FRANCE. 





DIRECTION OF FOREIGN TRADE. 


(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that for 
the first quarter of 1928 the value of imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 1,423 million francs as against 1,490 
million frs. in the March quarter of 1927, a decrease of 67 
million frs. There was a rise in imports from Holland, 
Switzerland, Czechoslovakia, Italy, Spain, Portugal and 
Argentina, but a fall in those from all other foreign 
countries separately classified in the Customs returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain in the 
first quarter of the current year amounted to 2,063 million 
frs., as against 2.699 million frs. in the corresponding period 
of 1927, a decrease of 636 million frs. There was a rise in 
exports to Germany, amounting to 300 million frs., Sweden, 
Norway, Switzerland, Czechoslovakia and Spain, but a fall 
in those to all other foreign countries separately classified 
in the returns. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries during 
the first quarter of 1928 totalled 11,451 million frs., as 
against 11,780 million frs., a decrease of 329 million frs., 
and that of exports, 11,011 million frs., as against 11,969 
million frs., a decline of 958 million frs. The value of 
imports from French colonies and protectorates amounted 
to 1,519 million frs., as against 1,442 million frs., a rise of 
77 million frs., and that of exports to 1,747 million frs., 
as against 1,951 million frs., a fall of 204 million frs. 

French visible trade with foreign countries, consequently, 
showed an unfavourable balance of 440 million frs., as 
against a favourable one of 189 million frs. in the first 
quarter of 1927, but the trade of France with her colonies 
and protectorates exhibited a favourable balance of 228 
million frs., as against a like balance of 509 million frs. a 
vear before. 





ITALY. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-FEBRUARY. 


According to the Business and Financial Report of 
the Association of Italian Corporations, Rome, the official 
trade figures recently issued show that imports and 
exports during the first two months of the current year 
were valued at 3,268-1 million lire and 2,238-6 million lire, 
a trade deficit of 1,029 million lire as compared with 
1,491-5 million lire for the corresponding period of 1927. 
The following table shows for the two periods the variations 
in the trade, classified by categories of goods :—

These figures show a decline for all categories of imports, 
with the exception of textile fibres and products (increase 
of 59-5 million lire) and sundry goods (+ 39-7 million lire). 
On the other hand all categories of exports, with the excep- 
tion of chemical products (+- 13-7 million lire) and sundry 
goods (+ 29-2 million lire) showed a decline. The fall in 
exports has been one of price and not of quantity except 
in the case of “‘ animals, foods, tobacco ”’ (— 19,250 tons) 
and ‘* stones, earths, etec.’’ (— 39,036 tons). For the other 
six categories the quantity exported was larger than in 
the corresponding period of 1927. Wheat imports fell by 
85,993 tons and by 317-1 million lire. There was a heavy 
decline in coal imports (— 1,032,487 tons, and — 292-3 
million lire) though imports on reparations account increased 
by 314,755 tons, reducing the fall in the total quantity 
of coal imported to 717,732 tons. In 1927 exports of meat 
showed a large expansion, but during the first two months 
of 1928 there was a decline (163 tons as against 1,155). 
Rice exports increased by 6,000 tons, but the value fell by 


—— 
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24-6 million lire. Exports of potatoes and almonds de. 
clined heavily (1,061 tons against 3,816) and (10,407 tons 
against 19,764). The export of oil cake which increased 
notably in 1927 continues to expand (20,084 tons against 
9,546). More artificial silk has been shipped, but the price 
has declined. The export trade in Italian pure and mixed 
silk fabrics continues to gain steadily (pure silk fabrics 
227,774 kilogs. against 135,842 kilogs.; mixed silk fabrics 
1,085,699 kilogs. against 512,050 kilogs.. The quantity 
of woollen materials exported has almost doubled (803 tons 
against 456), but the value only showed a rise of 767,000 lire, 
There has been a large gain in the export of citrate of lime 
(643 tons against 179), cream of tartar (1,074 tons against 
572), skins and hides (7,908 tons against 4,301), kid gloves 
(1,232,000 pairs against 746,400). Clover and other small 
seed exports fell from 3,076 to 919 tons, while hay exports 
nearly doubled (1,303 tons against 776).

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that the value of imports during March last was 372,133,000 
zloty (£8,578,000), while exports totalled 208,314,000 i. 
(£4,802,000), an excess in the value of the former over the 
latter of 163,819,000 zl. (£3,776,000). 

The increase of £2,311,000 in the adverse trade balance 
as compared with the preceding month, is stated, in official 
circles, to have been due to the importaion of large quanti- 
ties of goods in the period immediately preceding the raising 
of the Customs duties on 14th March, 1928. It is antici- 
pated that as a result of this increase there will be a con- 
siderable decline in imports during April, May and June, 
with a corresponding decrease in the adverse trade balances 
for these months.

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA. 





TRADE AND INDUSTRY OF MOZAMBIQUE, 





QUELIMANE AND PORT AMELIA. 


Trade in the Government-administered Territory of 
Mozambique, judging by the results achieved in 1927, 
appears to show greater prospects of progress than in other 
parts of the country. There was a strong improvement in 
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exchange last year, imports into the province approximately 
balanced exports from it, and crops were about 15 per cent. 
larger than in 1926. 

The principal produce of the district is ground nuts, of 
which 15,000 tons were produced, 9,000 tons being exported 
to Rotterdam or Hamburg, and the remainder to Marseilles ; 
12,000 tons of maize were produced, of which two-fifths 
were exported to home Continental ports and one-fifth to 
Lisbon, the remainder being consumed in the province; 
sesame (2,000 tons) was exported to Marseilles and Hamburg, 
Kaju nuts (2,500 tons) to Bombay, and Kaffir corn (con- 
sumed locally) and Kaffir beans and castor oil seed account 
for the remaining produce. Fifty tons of cotton, most of 
which is believed to have been held over since 1926, were 
exported in 1927, but the cultivation of this crop may be 
said to have ceased, owing, it is considered, to the un- 
fortunate results secured by inexperienced planters. 


EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 

While a certain amount of produce is shipped to India 
the figures relating to shipments for Europe show that the 
total tonnage last year amounted to 25,720, of which 
24,000 tons were carried in German and Dutch bottoms 
and 1,400 tons in Portuguese steamers. About 9,000 tons 
were shipped by British Indian firms. 

The most important articles imported into the province 
were cotton goods from India and the United Kingdom, 
provisions and wines from Portugal, galvanised iron sheets 
from the United Kingdom, cement from Germany and 
Denmark, and hardware and household goods, chiefly from 
Germany. ‘There was a considerable increase in motor 
traffic, and 77 lorries and motor cars were imported during 
1927. South Africa supplied 25 lorries and four cars, and 
the United Kingdom four lorries. An estimate places the 
length of roads suitable for motor traffic at 2,000 kilometres, 
of which 1,300 kilometres may be considered as main 
arteries. 

RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

The railway from Lumbo to Namiala has been of con- 
siderable use in the development of the province in 
conjunction with the recent programme for the construction 
of roads suitable for motor traffic. It is now proposed to 
extend this railway westward, and during 1927 some 8,000 
tons of railway equipment were imported. This material 
would permit of the line reaching the neighbourhood of 
Ribawe, and should the Charter of the Companhia do 
Nyassa not be renewed, the Government have under con- 
sideration a scheme whereby the line would then proceed 
in a north-westerly direction towards Lake Nyassa. 


QUELIMANE. 


A considerable increase in the production of native 
produce had been anticipated for 1927, and its failure to 
materialise caused widespread speculation by inexperienced 
middlemen. This has affected the important companies, 
and they are apparently examining the possibility of 
consolidating their sales departments in order to meet the 
situation. 

The production of copra showed a slight increase, the 
crop of the three large companies operating amounting to 
8,300 tons; their estimates for 1928 amount to 9,200 tons. 

While statistics of production are not wholly trustworthy 
it would appear that 1,200 tons of sisal were produced by 
one company during 1927 and the estimate for 1928 is 
stated to be 1,350 tons. 

TRANSPORT. 


Though showing undoubted signs of participating in the 
general development throughout the province, the public 
roads suitable for motor traffic are few and cannot be said 
to be in excellent condition. 

Improvements continue on the prazos of the important 
plantations, who are also adding to their light railway 
systems. Two of these companies own an aggregate of 
just over 102 kilometres of railway, and possess several 
10-ton locomotives. The principal company expects to 
have over 200 kilometres of roads suitable for motor traffic 
completed in August. Considerable use is also made of 
the rivers in this district and one of the companies has 
built canals for use in conjunction with the river system : 
produce is usually carried in lighters towed by motor boats. 
The different estates are generally connected by private 
telephone systems. The possibility of sales of transport 
requirements to these companies should not be. overlooked. 


‘PORT AMELIA. 
(Territory of the Companhia do Nyassa.) 


Provisional figures for 1927 show a total trade value of 
22,382,562 escudos or about £194,360, as compared with 
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33,416,398 esc. (£247,270) in 1926 and 25,272,328 esc. 
(£150,000) in 1925, the figures for these years being those 
given in the official reports of the company. It is 
estimated that the exports in 1927 did not exceed 
80 per cent. of those for 1926. Imports fell 54 million esc., 
or approximately £25,000. Statistics for the Territory 
do not admit of useful analysis owing to the fact 
that little alteration has occurred during the past few 
years in the volume of imports of classified goods, while 
unclassified goods show a diminution of 4,800,000 esc. 
Among classified goods, however, imports of cotton manu- 
factures in 1927 accounted for 59 per cent. of the total as 
compared with 62 per cent. in 1926. 

The most encouraging feature to report is the situation 
with regard to the sisal grown. The area under cultivation 
in 1927 is stated to have been 3,400 hectares and a conserva- 
tive estimate for 1928 placed that planted at 5,000 hectares. 
The largest concern is a British syndicate, the total area of 
whose concession 1s 14,600 hectares, employing only British 
machinery ; electricity is used as the source of power and 
is designed to cope with a very large acreage. Nearly 
£100,000 has been spent on this estate, which expects to 
have 5,000 acres under cultivation this year. 

As regards copra, it is estimated that European-owned 
plantations of cocoanut cover an area of approximately 
3,500 hectares, of which 900 hectares belong to the principal 
British company operating in the Territory. 

Cotton is still grown to a small extent as a catch crop 
between sisal, but the yield is unsatisfactory. Some trial 
plantings of tobacco and capsicum are also being made.

IMPORT TRADE OF SOUTH-EASTERN 
STATES IN JANUARY. 


(From the British Consul.) 
ATLANTA. 

According to statistics compiled from Customs returns, 
the total value of imports into the States of North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and Florida during the month 
of January last was 7,620,000 dollars as compared with 
6,820,000 dols. in December, 1927. The chief items were :— 
Fertiliser materials 2,691,700 dols., petroleum and products 
1,431,300 dols., sugar 1,022,100 dols., tobacco 360,500 dols., 
jute goods 345,900 dols., coffee 267,500 dols., cement 
222.500 dols., creosote oil 213,800 dols., fresh fruit 171,300 
dols., paper 170,700 dols., short staple cotton 163,300 dols., 
tomatoes 58,200 dols., iron ore 56,700 dols., potatoes 
46,900 dols., tea 38,200 dols., manganese ore 33,700 dols., 
meat, preserved, prepared, canned 33,400 dols., cotton 
waste 26,400 dols. and molasses 26,200 dols. 

The January total was approximately 800,000 dols. 
greater than in December, 1927; the increase being due 
to the larger import of fertiliser materials. It should be 
borne in mind that these statistics refer only to direct 
imports and do not include the goods, chiefly manufactured 
articles, bought from importers in New York and other 
Northern cities.

UNITED KINGDOM. 





RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR FEBRUARY. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the railway 
statistics for February last may be obtained at H.M. 
Stationery Office (price 3s. 6d.). In addition to the usual 
information, the volume contains particulars of the progress 
of construction of rolling stock during the year 1927, and 
particulars of marshalling yard statistics for February, 1928. 
The volume contains also particulars of the passenger miles, 
the average distances over which passengers were conveyed, 
and the average receipts per passenger mile for the month 
of September, 1927. 

PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 

The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in February, 1928, was 88,022,438, an increase 
compared with February, 1927, of 6,727,851 or 8-3 per cent. 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares rose by 
7,149,681, but the journeys at standard or ordinary fares 
decreased by 421,830. The receipts from passengers 
(excluding season ticket holders) showed a rise of £202,873 
or 6-1 per cent. If the London Tubes and Metropolitan 
District Railway be omitted, the figures show an increase in 
journeys of 4,501,108 or 7-5 per cent., and an advance 
in receipts of £175,275 or 5-8 per cent. For all companies 
the receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
ticket and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcels post) were £266,983 more than in February 
1927. The coaching train miles showed an increase of 
1,432,348 or 7-4 per cent. 


Goops TRAFFIC. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 25,400,472, a decrease compared with 
February, 1927, of 1,635,348 tons or 6-0 percent. The total 
net ton miles (excluding free hauled) were 7-1 per cent. less 
than in February, 1927. Freight train receipts (less receipts 
from collection and delivery) amounted to £8,765,849 a 
decrease of £352,679 or 3-9 per cent. The freight train 
miles run were 25,122, more than in February, 1927, an 
increase of 0-2 per cent. The average train load declined 
trom 136 tons to 128} tons, but the net ton miles per engine 
hour increased from 406} to 4283.

RAILWAY EARNINGS, ETC., IN MARCH 
QUARTER. 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London. ) 
Increased gross and net earnings and decreased operating 
ratios are the features of the Report of the Canadian 
National Railways for the month of March and for the first 
quarter of the year. 


CANADIAN NATIONAL RAILWAY. 


Gross earnings of the National Railway in March 
amounted to 21,157,650 dollars as compared with 20,267,106 
dols. in March, 1927. For the first three months of the 
current year gross earnings totalled 59,618,023 dols. as 
against 54,994,629 dols. in the similar period of last year. 

Net earnings in March were 4,734,772 dols. as compared 
with 4,285,906 dols. in March, 1927. For the quarter net 
earnings totalled 10,523,994 dols. as against 8,275,718 dols. 
in the first quarter of last year, an increase of over 27 per 
cent. 

Improvement in the ratio of expenditure to gross earnings 
is shown by the operating ratio for March being down to 
77-62 per cent. as compared with 78-85 per cent. for March, 
1927. For the quarter the operating ratio was 82-35 per 
cent. as against 84-95 per cent. in the first three months 
of last year. 


CANADIAN PAcIFIC RAILWAY. 


Net earnings of the Canadian Pacific Railway for March 
show an increase of 649,011 dols. as compared with March 
of last year. This rounded out a quarter in which the rail- 
way made a fine showing with net profits for the period 
1,651,672 dols. ahead of the first three months of last year 
and at the best level since 1917. It is noteworthy that 
gross earnings established a new record for the quarter and 
were more than 50 per cent. above those for the corres- 
ponding period in 1917 when earnings ran so high. 

For March gross earnings were 16,807,501 dols. as com- 
pared with 15,433,137 dols. in March, 1927. For the 
quarter gross earnings totalled 47,100,788 dols. as compared 
with 43,236,009 in the first three months of last year. 

Net earnings in March were 3,633,206 dols. as against 
2,984,194 dols. in March of last year. For the quarter 
net earnings this year of 8,114,301 dols. compared with 
6,462,628 dols. in the first quarter of last year.

SHIPPING AT WIBORG IN 1927. 


(From the British Vice-Consul.) 
WIBORG. 

Navigation in the Custom House District of Wiborg, 
which includes the ports of Wiborg, Trangsund, Koivusaari, 
Vilajoki, ete., started on 29th April and ended on 1th 
December. During the season there cleared 1,305 steamers 
of a tctal net registered tonnage of 1,025,077 and 182 sailing 
vessels of a tonnage of 32,856. The number of British 
vessels to clear was 85 totalling 104,302 net reg. tons, an 
increase of 41 vessels and 43,948 tons over the preceding 
twelve months. More British vessels entered the district 
than ever before. 

The Danish total was 158 vessels of 142,759 tons, the 
Dutch 30 of 28,503 tons, the Estonian 126 of 21,722 tans, 
the Finnish 244 of 124,300 tons, the German 525 of 311,097 
tons, the Greek 26 of 59,184 tons, the Latvian 23 of 22,736 
tons, the Norwegian 75 of 69,598 tons, and the Swedish 
183 vessels of 152,341 tons.

SHIPPING TRAFFIC AT HAMBURG IN APRIL. 


(From the British Consul-General.) 
HAMBURG. 


There was an increase of 80,000 in the tonnage entered 
and a decline of 112,000 in the tonnage cleared at the port 
during April, but the decline in the tonnage cleared with 
cargo was less than 30,000. The figures for the four 
months ended 30th April are much in advance of 1927 or 
any previous year. 

British shipping in April amounted to 222 vessels of 
442.517 tons entered and 210 vessels of 403,546 tons cleared 
as compared with 215 vessels of 435,400 tons entered and 
217 vessels of 429,648 tons cleared in March. German 
tonnage in April amounted to 829,764 entered against 
120,480 and 767,714 cleared against 752,288 tons in March. 





DISCHARGING AND TALLYING COSTS IN 
WESER PORTS. 


The British Consul at Bremen has forwarded schedules 
showing the revised rates for discharging and tallying at 
Bremen, Bremerhaven and Wesermunde, which were 
brought into force on Ist May, 1928, in consequence of an 
increase in dock labourers’ wages.

THE PORT OF KILINDINI. 


In connection with the new arrangements that came into 
loree at the Port of Kilindini on 2nd April, 1928, H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in East Africa has sent the Department 
of Overseas Trade copies of two press extracts showing :— 
(a) The manner in which Customs dues will now be assessed ; 
(5) The manner in which importers will complete forms for 
local, or up-country delivery. 


Shipping Measurements—H.M. Trade Commissioner 
makes observations to the effect that it is now desirable that 
in all cases shipping measurements should be attached to, 
or shown on, invoices in order to facilitate local notification 
to the railway in the case of consignments for up-country. 
The measurements are prescribed upon the forwarding 
orders and, though in the majority of cases they are shown 
upon shipping documents, still it follows that delay in 
hotifying the railway of shipping weights and measurements 
may result in delay in providing the necessary truckage 
lor shipments up-country. 


Landing Charges and Assessment of Customs Duty.— 
Notification was some time ago sent to the Conference 
Lines that the 10s. 6d. per B/L ton landing charges hitherto 
collected with the freight in London is no longer collectable 
at that end. The new landing charges are payable upon 
Importation and the first mentioned extract shows how 
they affect the assessment of Customs duty.

DUMPING DUTY ON SUPERPHOSPHATES 
FROM BELGIUM. 


Notices issued by the High Commissioner for South 
Africa on 15th March, 1928, impose “freight ’’ dumping 
duty on superphosphates imported into Basutoland, 
Bechuanaland and Swaziland from Belgium, the duty being 
equal to the difference between the net freight paid or to 
be paid and the freight which would have been payable at 
the rate prevailing at the date of shipment for those classes 
of goods usually rated for shipping purposes on the same 
basis. ‘The duty is imposed as from 9th March, 1928, but 
does not apply to superphosphates shipped to Basutoland, 
Bechuanaland and Swaziland from Belgium prior to that 
date. 





BRITISH HONDURAS. 





ABOLITION OF TRANSIT DUES. 


Legislation was passed by the Legislative Council of 
British Honduras on 28th February (with effect as from 
22nd February) providing for the abolition of the transit 
dues which had hitherto been collected by the Government 
of British Honduras on merchandise and produce shipped 
through the territory of British Honduras in transit to 
Guatemalan territory.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS’ SAMPLES. 
CUSTOMS FACILITIES: REVISED LIST OF 
PRIVILEGED COUNTRIES. 


The “Indian Trade Journal” of 26th Apri] publishes 
a Resolution (No. 23 Customs, dated 21st April, 1928) 
of the Government of India in the Finance Department 
(Central Revenues) substituting the following revised

CANADA. 





IMPORTATION FROM JAPAN OF GOODS 
PACKED IN HAY, STRAW OR OTHER FODDER. 


In connection with the notice published in the ‘“‘ Journal ”’ 
of 19th April (pages 506—7) respecting the revised Regulations 
which become effective in Canada on Ist June next, 
governing the importation of goods packed in hay, straw 
or other raw product of the soil, it should be noted that, 
on account of the freedom of Japan from foot-and-mouth 
disease and rinderpest, a Ministerial Order of 3rd April 
permits the importation into Canada direct of merchandise 
from Japan packed in hay, stgaw or any other raw product 
of the soil. 

The revised Canadian Regulations affecting importations 
of goods packed in hay, straw, etc. will not, therefore, 
now apply to merchandise imported direct from the United 
States of America, New Zealand, the Union of South Africa 
and Japan. 





GOLD COAST. 


CONTROL OF IMPORT, EXPORT AND 
CIRCULATION OF COINS AND NOTES. 


Ordnance No. 14 of 1928, passed by the Legislative 
Council on the 10th March, empowers the Governor in 
Council, subject to the approval of the Secretary of State, 
to prohibit by Order-in-Council the importation into the 
Colony of any specified coins (including notes issued by a 
xovernment or banker), the exportation therefrom as well 
as the circulation in the Colony of any specified foreign 
currency. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 





CUSTOMS NOTICE REGARDING DRAWBACK. 


The issue of the “ Irish Trade Journal ” for May, 1928, 
contains the text of three Notices (Nos. 30A, 31 and 32) 
which have been issued by the Free State Revenue Com- 
missioners relating, respectively, to the payment of draw- 
back on composite goods manufactured in the Free State 
from duty paid sugar, molasses, saccharin, cocoa preparations 
and oatmeal; the exportation on drawback of cinemato- 
graph films and certain goods liable to ad valorem duties; 
the payment of drawback on tobacco manufactures. The 
text of these notices may be seen by persons interested on 
application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 





TEMPORARY IMPORTATION OF MOTOR CARS. 


The “ Irish Trade Journal ”’ for May, 1928, draws atten- 
tion to the fact that the Free State Revenue Commissioners 
have issued a Notice (No. 18) indicating the procedure to 
be observed by persons having their only or principal place 
of residence outside the Free State who desire to import 
motor vehicles temporarily thereinto without payment of 
duty. The Notice, copies of which may be obtained by 
persons interested, on application to the Revenue Com- 
missioners, Dublin Castle, also contains an appendix giving 
a list of approved roads for crossing the land frontier.

EXEMPTIONS FROM CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


By a Government notice published in the Commercia] 
Bulletin of lst May, the following articles are added to the 
list of those exempted from the payment of Customs duty 
under the Customs Duties Exemption Ordinance, 1924 :— 

Aircraft, including aircraft engines, spare parts and 
materials for repair of such aircraft and engines, and fuel 
and oil for consumption by enterprises operating air services 
in and through Palestine when imported by the said 
enterprises; provided that the fuel and oil shall be im. 
ported in bond subject to such regulations as may be 
prescribed. 





UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 





CERTIFICATION OF BONE MEAL FERTILISERS 
OR FARM FOODS. 


The attention of exporters is drawn to the following 
extract from the current Regulations governing the impor. 
tation of fertilisers and farm foods into the Union of South 
Africa : 

20 (1) No person shall import into the Union bone-meal 
or other bone fertilisers or farm foods (except Dissolved 
Bone), or any fertiliser or farm food containing meat meal, 
blood meal, or any other product derived from any animal 
carcass, unless he produces to a duly authorised Customs 
or other officer on importation a sworn declaration from 
the manufacturer that such fertiliser or farm food has been 
effectively sterilised by one of the following processes, and 
that the sterilising plant used has been duly inspected by 
a competent Government official of the country of origin 
and certified by him in writing as efficient. 

(a) Subjection to a dry heat of 140 deg. C. for not less 
than 3 hours; or 

(b) subjection to a moist heat under steam pressure of 
not less than twenty pounds per square inch for fifteen 
minutes ; or 

(c) any other treatment which may be approved in 
writing by the Minister of Agriculture. 


Persons desirous of exporting the above classes of goods 
to the Union of South Africa, should, in the first place, 
communicate with the Secretary, The Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries, 10, Whitehall Place, London, S.W. 1, with 
a view to the inspection and certification of their sterilising 
plant by a Veterinary Officer appointed by that Department 
in accordance with the above Regulation.

BELGIUM. 








EXPORT OF UNWORKED HONES PERMITTED. 


The ‘“‘ Moniteur Belge ”’ for 11th May contains a Minis- 
terial Decree dated 9th May and effective from the date 
of promulgation, which withdraws the restriction on the 
exportation from Belgium of unworked hones and the tips 
(bouts) of unworked hones. 





CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 





ARTIFICIAL SILK OF CERTAIN KINDS 
EXEMPT FROM DUTY. 


In virtue of an Order dated 20th December last a new 
Note is added to Tariff No. 244 (artificial silk) to the effect 
that flat fibres up to 5 mm. wide and imitations of horse- 
hair, also staple fibre silk in bundles or in strands of not 
over 2 metres long, are to be duty free on importation int 
Czechoslovakia. 





POLAND. 





IMPORTATION OF ETHYL ETHER. 


H.M. Representative at Warsaw reports that by an Orde! 
dated 16th April and effective as from 15th May, ethy! 
ether and its compounds with ethyl spirit may only b 
imported into Poland on the strength of a special permlt, 
issued in each case by the Minister of Finance, in com: 
junction with the Minister of the Interior, if the produ 
is for medicinal purposes, and in conjunction with th 
Minister of Industry and Commerce if for other purposes.

IMPORTATION OF WHEAT FLOUR 
TEMPORARILY PROHIBITED. 


H.M. Representative at Warsaw reports that the impor- 
tation into Poland of wheat flour (Tariff No. 3 (1) b) has 
heen prohibited as from 5th May until 30th June inclusive. 
The Minister of Industry and Commerce, in conjunction 
with the Minister of Finance, is, however, empowered to 
admit wheat flour, in specified quantities, under licence. 


SPAIN. 
STATE CONTROL OF THE TRADE IN 
NARCOTIC DRUGS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 5th May contains a Royal 
Decree-Law, dated 30th April, providing for the establish- 
ment of a State Control of the distribution and sale of 
narcotic drugs (estupefaccientes) in Spain, Spanish Colonies 
and Spanish Possessions in North Africa with a view to 
preventing the use of these substances except under proper 
medical prescription, and in order to enforce strict com- 
pliance with the stipulations of International Treaties. 

The control will be administered by a Board of Control, 
attached to the Department of the Interior, and to this 
Board will belong the exclusive right of importing and 
distributing narcotic drugs and preparations, both national 
and foreign; it will purchase the supplies necessary for 
national consumpticn by public tender, the conditions of 
which will be published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid.”’ 

Within a period of three months detailed regulations for 
the working of the new regime will be issued, and in the 
meantime the ‘* Direccion de Sanidad ”’ assisted by the 
“Instituto Tecnico de Comprobacion ”’ will decide what 
substances and preparations are tc be subject to control.

SYRIA. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY AND MATERIAL. 

H.M. Consul-General at Beyrout has forwarded the text 
of a Decision (No. 1072) of 7th April, 1928, which adds the 
following to the list of machines and requisites which are 
admitted into Syria duty-free when destined for agri- 
cultural purposes: machines for cracking, sifting and 
shelling almonds and nuts; grain-cleaners, driers and 
winnowers; vegetable manures; fruit trees; anti-pest 
serum destined for inoculation of cattle. 





UNITED STATES. 


INVESTIGATIONS UNDER THE “ FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF ” PROVISIONS. 


With reference to previous notices relating to investi- 
gations under the ‘“* Flexible Tariff’’ provisions of the 
United States Tariff Act, it should be noted that the United 
States Tariff Commission have ordered investigations 
(Nos. 74, 75 and 76) of the differences in costs of production 
and of all other facts and conditions enumerated in 
Section 315 of the Tariff Act, in respect of fresh sweet 
peppers (Tariff No. 772), refined potassium nitrate or 
saltpetre (Tariff No. 80), and white or Irish potatoes 
(Tariff No. 769). 





VENEZUELA. 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’? (Caracas) for 16th February con- 
tains a Decree of the same date which raises the following 
new headings in the Venezuelan Customs Tariff, viz. :— 

Chassis for automobiles—Class | (5 centimos per kilog 
gross). 

Cartridges containing inflammable materials, used for 
starting engines (cold starters)—Class 2 (10 centimos per 
kilog. gross). 

Raw rubber—Class 3 (25 centimos per kilog. gross). 

Tiles and articles of glass made especially for building 
purposes—Class 3 plus 50 per cent. of the duty (373 
centimos per kileg. gross). 

Substances used to facilitate the weaving of cloth— 
Class 4 (75 centimos per kilog. gross). 

Fishing nets—Class 7 (5 bolivares per kilog. gross). 
[Norte.—The duties quoted above are the basic Tariff 

duties, and do not include the general surtaxes amounting 
to 563 per cent. of the duty.] 








Proposed ‘Tariff Changes. 


AUSTRALIA. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF COMMERCE 
(TRADE DESCRIPTIONS) ACT. 


Commonwealth Bill No. 113 has been presented in the 
Australian Parliament for enactment as the Commerce 
(Trade Descriptions) Act, 1928, and proposes to amend the 
Commerce (Trade Descriptions) Act, 1905-1926, in the 
following manner, viz. :— 

It is proposed that the words printed in square brackets 
of the following Section of the Act shall be omitted :— 

**Section 8.—AIll imported goods to which a trade 
description is by this Act or the regulations required to be 
applied, and which are found in Australia [in any package 
or covering in which they were imported and] without 
the prescribed trade description, shall, until the contrary 
is proved, be deemed to have been imported in contravention 
of this Act or of the regulations as the case may be.”’ 

Section 9 of the principal Act provides that goods to 
which a false trade description is applied may not be 
imported, and the Bill proposes the addition of the following 
as Section 94, viz. :— 

** All imported goods which are found in Australia which 
bear a false trade description shall, until the contrary is 
proved, be deemed to have been imported in contravention 
of this Act.” 

Section 15 of the principal Act restricts the application of 
the provisions relating to ‘‘ trade description ”’ to certain 
specified classes of imports and exports. ' The Bill proposes 
an amendment of the Act in this respect, the effect of which 
would be to make such “trade description ’’ provisions 
applicable as regards imports to any goods which may be 
specified in regulations issued under the Act. As regards 
exports, the amendment proposed would enable the “‘ trade 
description ’’ provisions to be applied to goods which may 
be specified by Proclamation in addition to the classe of 
goods already subject thereto.

THE HAGUE INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY 
CONVENTIONS. 


The Industrial Property Convention and the Arrangement 
for the Suppression of False Indications of Origin, as 
revised by the Conference of the International Union for 
the Protection of Industrial Property at the Hague in 1925, 
have been ratified by His Majesty’s Government in respect 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland and also by Italy 
and the Netherlands. 

The revised Industrial Property Convention has also been 
ratified by His Majesty’s Government in respect of Canada. 

These two Instruments will come into operation, as 
between the countries which have ratified them, on 


Ist June, 1928.

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926. 
DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL. 


PotTERY, INSULATED ELrEcTrRIc CABLES AND WIRES, 
Evectric INCANDESCENT LAmMps, ENAMELLED ZINC

The following is the text of a draft Order-in-Council 
under Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, 
which was laid before both Houses of Parliament on 
Wednesday, 23rd May, 1928 :— 


Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Merchan- 
dise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. V. ec. 53), it is provided 
that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or 
description has on a reference from the appropriate Depart- 
ment been heid by a Committee appointed for the purposes 
of the said Act and the report of the Committee on the 
matter has been taken into consideration by the Depart- 
ment, that Department may, uniess it appears to them that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally 
of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods of that 
class or description for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an 
indication of origin, make a representation to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that an Order should be made under 
the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may there- 
upon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make an 
Order prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or de- 
scription unless they bear an indication of origin : 

And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said section enquiries in relation to certain classes and de- 
scriptions of goods, including the goods to which the present 
Order relates have on references from the appropriate 
Department, namely, the Board of Trade (hereinafter called 
the Board), been held by a Committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act arid the reports of that Committee 
have been taken into consideration by the Board : 

And whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section (1) 
of the said Section it appears to a committee to be desirable 
that any imported goods should bear an indication of 
origin at the time of importation, and the committee so 
reports to the appropriate department, that department, 
unless, having regard to all the circumstances of the case 
including the re-export trade of the United Kingdom in 
that class or description of goods, it considers such action 
undesirable, may make a representation to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that the goods should bear an indication 
of origin at the time of importation, and His Majesty may 
by Order in Council under the said Section (without preju- 
dice to His powers under sub-section (1) of the said Section) 
make provision accordingly : 

And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 





Kingdom would be prejudiced if the goods described in 
Parts I. to VII. of this Order imported for use or con- 
sumption in the United Kingdom were prohibited to be 
sold unless they bear an indication of origin, and the Board 
have accordingly made representations to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that an Order should be made under 
the said Section 2: 

And whereas the Committee have reported to the Board 
that it appears to them to be desirable that such of the 
goods the subject of the said enquiries as are described in 
Parts I., II. and III. of this Order should bear an indication 
of origin at the time of importation : 

And whereas the Board having had regard to all the 
circumstances of the case including the re-export trade in 
those goods have made representations to His Majesty that 
it is desirable that the goods described in Parts [I., Il. 
and III. of this Order should bear an indication of origin 
at the time of importation : 

Now therefore His Majesty by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf is pleased to order and it is hereby 
ordered as follows :— 


Part I.—(PoOTTERY). 


1. It shall not be lawful to import into the United 
Kingdom any pottery to which this part of this Order 
applies nor to sell or expose for sale in the United Kingdom 
any such pottery which has been imported unless it bears 
an indication of origin. 


2. This part of this Order applies to pottery of the follow- 
ing descriptions :— 

(a) The following articles of china or translucent 
pottery (including pottery known as china or porcelain), 
general earthenware or semi-porcelain (excluding terra- 
cotta ware, stone ware, and red and brown pottery), jet; 
rockingham or samian— 


(i) articles commonly used in connection with the 
serving of food or drink; 

(ii) kitchen ware and utensils ; 

(iii) bedroom and other toilet ware ; 

(iv) heraldic and souvenir ware including ware 
bearing any heraldic or similar device or any motto 
or monogram or any picture of a place in the United 
Kingdom or any phrase in the English language ; 

(b) (i) Floor tiles for tesselated pavements ; 

(ii) glazed wall and hearth tiles ; 

(c) (i) Sanitary earthenware, white or cane and white; 

(ii) enamelled sanitary ware of fireclay ; 

(iii) other sanitary ware (not including drain pipes). 

3. The indication of origin shall be stamped, printed, 
embossed or impressed on each article indelibly, except 
that the lid or cover accompanying a pot, bowl or dish 
need not be marked where the pot, bowl or dish itself 
bears an indication of origin, 
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4, Nothing in this Order shall extend to any article (not 
bing heraldic or souvenir ware) which is— 

(a) an object of art, whether antique or not, wholly 
or mainly for ornamental use ; 

(6) a toy; 

(c) a subsidiary part of a composite article in which 
the pottery is united with other material ; 

(d) pottery for mounting, ie., pottery made for the 
purpose of being united with other material so as to form 
a composite article. 


5. Goods to which this part of this Order applies shall 
bear the ndication of origin therein provided on exposure 
for sale wholesale whether or not the person so exposing 
the goods is a wholesale dealer. 


6. This part of this Order shall come into force at the 
expiration of six months from the date hereof but nothing 
in this part of this Order shall apply to pottery imported 
before the date on which this part comes into force. 


Part II.—(INSuLATED ELEcTRIC CABLES AND WIRES). 


7. It shall not be lawful to import into the United King- 
dom any insulated electric cable or wire nor to sell or expose 
for sale in the United Kingdom any imported insulated 
electric cable or wire unless it bears an indication of origin. 
8. The indication of origin shall be marked as follows :— 

(a) When the cable or wire is imported, sold or exposed 
for sale on drums, reels, bobbins or spools the indication 
shall be indelibly branded, incised, or impressed by 
stamping on both ends of the drum, reel, bobbin or 
spool ; 

(b) When the cable or wire is imported in a coil or is 
sold or exposed for sale in a coil as imported, the indica- 
tion shall be indelibly stamped or printed on a label 
attached to the coil by a band the ends of which are 
brought together in a leaden seal ; 

(c) When the cable or wire is sold or exposed for sale 
in a coil after being coiled or recoiled in the United 
Kingdom, the indication shall be indelibly stamped or 
printed on a label securely attached to the coil; 

(d) Where any cable or wire is sold from a coil, the 
label bearing the indication of origin shall remain 
attached to the coil from which it is sold; 

(ec) Where any cable or wire is imported or sold or 
exposed for sale in a covering, carton or other container, 
the container shall also bear the indication of origin. 


9. Goods to which this Part of this Order applies shall 
bear the indication of origin therein provided on exposure 
for sale wholesale, whether or not the person so exposing 
the goods is a wholesale dealer. 


10. Nothing in this Order shall apply to any cable or wire 
if at the time of importation it forms a part of or is accessory 
to another article with which it is imported. 


11. This part of this Order shall come into force at the 
expiration of three months from the date of this Order. 


Part III.—(Etectric INCANDESCENT LAMPs). 


12. It shall not be lawful to import into the United 
Kingdom any electric incandescent lamp nor to sell or 
expose for sale in the United Kingdom any imported electric 
incandescent lamp unless it bears an indication of origin. 


13. The indication of origin shall be indelibly marked 
on the bulb and also on any carton, wrapper or other con- 
tainer in which the lamp is imported, sold or exposed for 
sale ; 

Provided that in the case of pea-bulbs, surgical instrument 
lamps and any other electric incandescent lamps the bulb 
of which is 15 millimetres or less in diameter it shall be 
sufficient if the indication of origin is borne on the carton 
or other container in which they are imported sold or 
exposed for sale or from which they are sold. 


14. Goods to which this Part of this Order applies shall 
bear the indication of origin therein provided on exposure 
for sale wholesale, whether or not the person so exposing 
the goods is a wholesale dealer. 

15. This Order shall not apply to (a) wireless valves and 
mercury vapour are lamps or (b) lamps which at the time 
of importation are parts of or accessory to other articles 
with which they are imported. 

16. This Part of this Order shall come into force at the 
expiration of six months after the date of this Order. 


Part IV.—(ENAMELLED ZINC SHEETS). 


17. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported enamelled zinc sheets of 
the kinds used for covering walls and ceilings unless they 
bear an indication of origin. 
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18. The indication of origin shall be marked as 
follows :— 
(a) When the sheets are sold or exposed for sale in 
boxes, crates or other containers or wrappers, on the 
box, crate or other container or wrapper ; 


(6) Where the sheets are sold or exposed for sale 
otherwise than in a box, crate or other container or 
wrapper, on the front of each sheet either on the sheet 
itself or on a label securely affixed thereto. 


19. This Order shall not apply in the case of a sale of 
six sheets or less. 

20. Goods to which this Part of this Order applies shall 
bear the indication of origin therein provided on exposure 
for sale wholesale, whether or not the person so exposing 
the goods is a wholesale dealer. 


21. Nothing in this Order shall require any enamelled 
zine sheets to bear an indication of origin at the time of 
importation. 

22. This Part of this Order shall come into force at the 
expiration of three months from the date of this Order. 


Part V.—(GLUE AND GELATINE). 


23. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in 
the United Kingdom any imported glue (including glue 
size) or gelatine unless it bears an indication of origin. 


24. The indication of origin shall be printed, stamped, 
stencilled or otherwise painted or branded on the container 
or wrapper in which the glue or gelatine is sold or exposed 
for sale. 


25. This Order shall not apply to the sale of glue or 
gelatine in quantities of 14 lbs. or less. 


26. This Part of this Order shali extend to blends or 
mixtures consisting of or containing imported glue or 
gelatine and in this case the indication of origin shall be 
in the following form, either 

(a) (i) Where an imported ingredient is manufactured 
or produced in any foreign country, the form of the 
indication shall be “blended, partly foreign’ or 
** blended, foreign ”’ as the case may be; 

(ii) Where an imported ingredient is manufactured or 
produced in a part of His Majesty’s Dominions outside 
the United Kingdom, the form of the indication shall be 
** blended, Empire ”’ ; 

(iii) Where the imported ingredients are manufactured 
or produced partly in a part of His Majesty’s Dominions 
outside the United Kingdom and partly in any foreign 
country, the form of the indication shall be “* blended, 
Empire and Foreign ’”’; or 

(6) “Blended” followed by a statement of the 
countries in which the imported ingredients were manu- 
factured or produced. 

27. Goods to which this Part of this Order applies shall 
bear the indication of origin therein provided on exposure 
for sale wholesale, only if the person so expcesing the goods 
is not a wholesale dealer. 

28. Nothing in this Order shall require glue or gelatine 
to bear an indication of origin at the time of importation. 


29. This Part of this Order shall come into force at the 
expiraticn of three months from the date of this Order. 


Part VI.—(ToOTH-BRUSHES AND SHAVING BRUSHES). 


30. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported tooth-brush or shaving- 
brush unless it bears an indication of origin. 

31. The indication of origin shall be impressed on each 
tooth-brush or shaving-brush and (except in the case of 
metal-handled brushes) in a contrasting colour, and any 
earton or other container in which the tooth-brush or 
shaving-brush is sold or exposed for sale shall also bear 
the indication of origin. 

32. Goods to which this Part of this Order applies shall 
bear the indication of origin therein provided on exposure 
for sale wholesale, only if the person so exposing the goods 
is not a wholesale dealer. 

33. Nothing in this Order shall require any tooth-brush 
or shaving-brush to bear an indication of origin at the time 
of importation. 

34. This Part of this Order shall come into force at the 
expiration of three months from the date of this Order. 


Part VII.—(Cast-IRonN PorRcELAIN-ENAMELLED BATHS). 


35. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported cast-iron porcelain-enamelled 
bath unless it bears an indication of origin. 
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36. The indication of origin shall be printed, painted, 
stamped or embossed either on a label securely affixed to 
the interior surface of the bath or on the interior surface 
itself, and any crate, case or other container or wrapper in 
which the bath is sold or exposed for sale shall also bear 
the indication of origin printed, stamped, branded or 
stencilled or otherwise painted thereon. 

37. Goods to which this Part of this Order applies shall 
bear the indication of origin therein provided on exposure 
for sale wholesale, whether or not the person so exposing 
the goods is a wholesale dealer. 

38. Nothing in this Order shall require any bath to bear 
an indication of origin at the time of importation. 

39. This Part of this Order shall come into force at the 
expiration of three months after the date of this Order. 


Part VIII.—(GENERAL). 
40.—(a) This Order may be cited as the Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) No. 2 Order, 1928; 
(6) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to the 
interpretation of this Order as it applies to the interpreta- 
tion of an Act of Parliament. 





DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL. 


HONEY AND FRESH APPLES. 

The following is the text of a draft Order-in-Council to 
be laid before Parliament on 23rd May, 1928, to require 
imported honey and fresh apples to bear an indication of 
origin :— 

Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Merchan- 
dise Marks Act, 1926, (16 & 17 Geo. 5. c. 53), it is provided 
that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or 
description has on a reference from the appropriate depart- 
ment been held by a committee appointed for the purposes 
of the said Act, and the report of the committee on the 
matter has been taken into consideration by the depart- 
ment, that department may, unless it appears to them that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally 
of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods of that 
class or description for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an 
indication of origin, make a representation to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that an Order should be made under 
the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may there- 
upon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make an 
Order prohibiting the sale or exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or descrip- 
tion unless they bear an indication of origin : 

And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said section enquiries in relation to 

(a) Honey; and 

(6) Fresh Apples 
have on references from the appropriate department, 
namely the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, the 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland acting jointly (hereinafter 
called ‘“‘the Department ’’) been held by a committee 
appointed for the purposes of the said Act and the reports 
of that committee have been taken into consideration by 
the Department : 

And whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section (1) 
of the said section it appears to a committee to be desirable 
that any imported goods should bear an indication of 
origin at the time of importation, and the committee so 
reports to the appropriate department, that department 
unless, having regard to all the circumstances of the case 
including the re-export trade of the United Kingdom in 
that class or description of goods, it considers such action 
undesirable, may make a representation to His Majesty 
that the goods should bear an indication of origin at the 
time of importation, and His Majesty may by Order in 
Council under the said section (without prejudice to His 
powers under sub-section (1) of the said section) make 
provision accordingly : 

And whereas it does not appear to the Department that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if the goods which were the 
subject of the said enquiries and are described in Parts I. 
and II. of this Order imported for use or consumption in 
the United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, and the Department has 
accordingly made representations to His Majesty that it 
is desirable that an Order should be made under the said 
Section 2:

And whereas the committee has reported to the Depart. 
ment that it appears to them to be desirable that such oj 
the said goods as are described in Part II. of this Orde, 
should bear an indication of origin at the time of impor. 
tation : 

And whereas the Department having had regard to alj 
the circumstances of the case, including the re-export 
trade in those goods, has made representations to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that such of the said goods ag 
are described in Part II. of this Order should bear ay 
indication of origin at the time of importation : 

And whereas by sub-section (2) of Section 10 of the said 
Act, it is provided that an Order in Council made under 
the foregoing provisions of the Act with respect to goods 
of any class or description shall not extend to blends or 
mixtures consisting of or containing those goods unless 
the Order expressly so provides and, where any Order in 
Council so provides, the indication of origin to be given in 
respect of the blends or mixtures shall, notwithstanding 
anything in the said Act, be an indication in such form as 
the Order prescribes ; 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Act, and of all other powers enabling Him 
in that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered 
as follows :— 

Part I.—(HONeEyY). 

1. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported honey, or any blend or 
mixture of honeys of which imported honey forms part, 
unless it bears an indication of origin. 

2. The indication of origin shall be printed, stencilled, 
stamped or branded on the container, or on a label securely 
attached thereto, indelibly and in a conspicuous manner, 
in plain block letters not less than one-twelfth of an inch 
in height when the greatest dimension of the package does 
not exceed six inches, and not less than one-eighth of an 
inch in height when the greatest dimension of the package 
exceeds six inches. For the purpose of this Part of this 
Order the expression ‘“ greatest dimension ’”’ shall mean 
the height, length or breadth, whichever is the greatest, 
of a rectangular or approximately rectangular package, 
and the height or maximum diameter, whichever is the 
greater, of a cylindrical, oval or conical package. 

3. The form of the indication of origin in the case of 
blends or mixtures containing imported honey shall he, 
at the option of the person applying the indication, 
either :—- 

(a) in the case of honey derived entirely from countries 
within the Empire, the word ‘* Empire”; and, in the 
case of honey derived entirely from foreign countries, 
the word “ Foreign ’’; or 

.(b) a definite indication of all the countries of origin 
of the honeys forming the blend or mixture; or 

(c) the words ‘‘ Blended imported ’’; provided that 
the indication ‘‘ Blended imported ”’ shall be applicable 
to any blend or mixture of honey, even though it contain 
honey produced in the United Kingdom. 

4. This Part of this Order shall not apply to exposure 
for sale wholesale if the person exposing the goods is 4 
wholesale dealer. 

5. The provisions of this Part of this Order shall come 
into force at the expiration of six months from the date 
hereof. 

Part II.—(FrReEsH App.ss). 

6. Subject as hereinafter provided, it shall not be lawful 
to import any fresh apples into the United Kingdom, nor 
to sell or expose for sale in the United Kingdom, any 
imported fresh apples unless they bear an indication of 
origin. 

7. The indication of origin shall be marked indelibly and 
in @ conspicuous manner as follows :— 

(a) On importation, on exposure for sale wholesale 
and on sale, by means of printing, stencilling, stamping 
or branding on each outer container, or on a label 
securely attached thereto, in letters not less than halt 
an inch in height. 

(6) On exposure for sale by retail, by means of a show- 
ticket, clearly visible to intending purchasers, bearing 
the indication of origin in letters not less than half an 
inch in height. 

8. This Part of this Order shall apply on exposure {or 
sale wholesale whether the person exposing the goods is oF 
is not a wholesale dealer. 

9. Nothing in this Part of this Order shall apply to sales 
of fresh apples in quantities of fourteen pounds or less. 

10. The provisions of this Part of this Order shall come 
into force at the expiration of four months from the date 
hereof.
